E ven before Harvey Milk became 
the city’s first openly gay super¬ 
visor, his energies went toward 
empowering gays and organizing his 
fellow Castro residents and merchants 
to take pride in their neighborhood. 
With his launch of the Castro Street 
Fair in 1974, the community had a 
visible and successful event, and 
moreover, an innovative way to mo¬ 
bilize and unite. 

This Sunday, October 5, marks the 
30th anniversary of the celebrated 
fair, an event that has remained 
neighborhodd'oriented whiTe corttiri-' 
uing to grow and attract a diverse 
crowd. 

From 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., swarms of 
locals will mill about the variety of of¬ 
ferings along the blocks between Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets, which will be 
closed to traffic. 

As always, the fair will include ven¬ 
dor and information booths and live 
entertainment. This year’s fair will 
also feature some new influences, 
most notably a tribute to disco legend 
Sylvester, one of the neighborhood’s 
biggest stars. 

Funked up 

Sylvester, who has been called 
disco’s first openly gay performer, 
began as a gospel singer and later 
worked with groups like the Cockettes 
before launching his solo career. Best 
known for his 1978 hit, “You Make 
Me Feel (Mighty Real),” he never for¬ 
got where he came from, and donated 
much of his time to the San Francisco 
community, including the Castro 
Street Fair, before he died of AIDS 
complications in 1988. 

“Sylvester was the greatest star of 
the Castro Street Fair and one of the 
greatest stars the neighborhood has 
ever produced,” said Steven Gaynes, 
Castro Street Fair board president. 
“He went way out of his way to per¬ 
form at the fair many times during 
the 1980s, and as this is our 30th year 
we wanted to do something very spe¬ 
cial for somebody who was really spe¬ 
cial to us.” 

In tribute, this year’s main stage 
will be known as the “Mighty Real” 
stage, and all the featured performers 
will be covering Sylvester songs. Pro¬ 
duced by Richard Winchester, the 
main stage will feature hot acts such 
as the tranny rocker group Pepper- 
spray; the instrumental surf rockers 
the Aqua Velvets; the 1950s big band 
drag group The Woodyz; the hard 
rocking juxtaposition of The Ethel 
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by Ed Walsh

Gay youth struggle to 
feel at home in Castro 


A n ailing gay prisoner was freed last 
week after winning his three-year¬ 
long battle against Governor Gray 
Davis for parole. 

Mark Smith, 47, walked out of prison on 
Thursday, September 25 for the first time 
since his ar¬ 
rest for mur¬ 
der in 1985. 

He became

Smith explained that his parole wouldn’t 
have been possible without his attorneys 
j Rowan Klein and Don Specter and without 
the support of his mother, Dolores Padilla. 

Smith was convicted of second-degree 
murder for the 1985 killing of Rick Dia- 
I monon in Topanga Canyon, in Los Angeles 
County. A judge found that although Smith 
didn’t kill Diamonon, he was guilty as an ac¬ 
complice. Diamonon, a reputed drug dealer, 
was shot and drowned in a dispute over taint-

AEF removes client caps

A fter capping the number of 
people who could access its 
services last January, the 
AIDS Emergency Fund is revers¬ 
ing course. 

The agency has announced 
that starting October 1, those pre¬ 
viously denied eligibility for emer¬ 
gency funding can now apply. 

AEF clients whose eligibility 
date for renewing their grants was 
between January 1 and September 
30, 2003 and were denied assis¬ 
tance or did not apply due to the 
policy change may now be eligible 
for immediate help if they meet all 
other guidelines. To receive finan¬ 
cial aid, clients must have a diag¬ 
nosis of disabling HIV or AIDS, 
be residents of San Francisco, and 
have an income at or below $ 1,900 
a month. 

As of October 1, all renewing 
clients are eligible for up to $500 
per year, from the date of their last 
grant, regardless of how many 
years they have received assis¬ 
tance. Last December, AEF an¬ 
nounced that clients who had ac¬ 
cessed grants in any two consecu¬ 
tive years since January 1997 
would no longer be eligible for as¬ 
sistance. 

“I am now delighted and re¬ 
lieved that because of our recent 
fundraising successes, internal belt 
tightening, and additional federal 
funds received from the Ryan 
White CARE Act, we will now be 
able to serve many of these clients 
disabled by HIV who face emer-

gency Financial need whom we 
would not have been able to help 
otherwise,” said Dr. Jeff Braff, 
president of AEF’s board of direc¬ 
tors, in announcing the agency’s 
policy change. 

Since 2000, the agency has lost 
a total of $900,000 in funding, 
with AEF running a $635,000 
deficit in 20f)2 alone. The agency 
has an annual budget between 
$1.6 and $1.8 million. 

In 2001, the agency was look¬ 
ing at a loss of $600,000 but re¬ 
ceived a $400,000 estate bequest. 
Over the last five years, the agency 
has also cut its reserve funds in 
half, from $2 million down to less 
than $1 million, in order to cover 
its operating expenses. 

Adding to its financial bur¬ 
dens, the agency’s Ryan White 
funds have dropped from $1.2 
million five years ago to $600,000 
last year. Although, “our client 
load stayed constant every year,” 
noted Mike Smith, AEF’s execu¬ 
tive director. 

Due to the three years of con¬ 
secutive steep losses and dwin¬ 
dling reserves, the agency made 
the changes to its eligibility re¬ 
quirements last December. The 
change meant many San Francis¬ 
co residents, who are battling HIV 
and AIDS and are too sick to pay 
their basic living expenses, would 
be denied help in covering the cost 
of their rent, utilities and medical 


bills. 

The agency estimated that 
nearly 900 clients were impacted 
by the change in eligibility. Those 
people who were turned away 
during the last nine months are 
now eligible for $500 in emer¬ 
gency funding. 

“I think we will see 900 people 
if not more,” said Smith. “They 
can come in with past-due or 
shut-off notices from PG&E or 
their telephone company or make 
arrangements to make payments 
for rent. Most people use the 
money for rent.” 

Last year, AEF served 2,700 
clients, and with the rule change 
reversal, Smith said the agency ex¬ 
pects to help the same number 
this year. So far in 2003, the 
agency has helped 1,800 people 
pay overdue bills. 

“It is a great sigh of relief. No 
one on the board or staff wanted 
to implement what we had to do 
in January,” said Smith. “We are 
relieved and optimistic.” 

As of September 18, the agency 
had surpassed its income targets 
for this year by $202,000, primar¬ 
ily through donations from pri¬ 
vate sources, community 
fundraising, and reduced costs. Its 
“Casino Royale” fundraiser prior 
to Pride this year raised $105,000. 

“We have always had consistent 
grassroots support. We still got all 
that,” said Smith. “What dried up 
for us is corporate and foundation 
money. We are starting to see 
some of that money come back 
up.” 

The casino event garnered 
$50,000 in corporate sponsorship 
and raised more money than past 
annual events the agency has host¬ 
ed. 

“We did a silent auction and a 
live auction for the first time,” said 
Smith. “There was an open bar 
which got people to up bids on the 
silent auction.” 

In addition to its fundraising 
successes, the agency recently re¬ 
ceived an additional $234,000 in 
its federal Ryan White CARE Act 
dollars from the city’s HIV Health

Bail reduced in Ron Hill 
case as credibility 
questions surface

fPI x-Health Commissioner 
fN Ronald Gene Hill saw his 
* I bail reduced on charges he 
intentionally infected two ex¬ 
lovers with HIV, while his defense 
attorney questioned the credibili¬ 
ty of both of Hill’s former sexual 
partners, saying that one partici¬ 
pated in barebacking adult movies 
and the other waited two years be¬ 
fore going to authorities. 

During a hearing in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court Tuesday, 
September 30, Judge Kay Tsenin 
reduced Hill’s bail to $40,000 
from $100,000. Hill, 46, last week 
pleaded not guilty to the charges. 
At press time, he remained in jail 
and his lawyer told the court it 
was unlikely Hill would make bail. 
Deputy Public Defender Peter 
Fitzpatrick had sought to have 
Hill released on his own recog¬ 
nizance, but Tsenin denied that 
request. 

Hill was indicted by a San 
Francisco grand jury last month. 
He was arrested at his home in 
Grass Valley, in Nevada County, 
on September 16, and transferred 
to the San Francisco County Jail 
on September 21. 

“Thomas L. participated in 
adult movies,” Fitzpatrick told the 
court, referring to Thomas Lister, 
Hill’s ex-lover who has waged a 
dogged campaign to see criminal 
charges brought against Hill by 
the district attorney’s office. “The 
movies he claimed to have partic¬ 
ipated in are under the bareback¬ 
ing section.” 

Fitzpatrick produced copies of 
information about the movies, 
made by Treasure Island Media. 
One film is entitled Swallow , and 
the other is entitled Animals. 

“Okay, I get the idea,” Tsenin 
said. 

Lister, in press accounts, has 
maintained that he met Hill on¬ 


line in early 2000. He has stead¬ 
fastly maintained that he did not 
know Hill’s HIV status, despite the 
fact that Hill was public about his 
status when he was appointed to 
the Health Commission by Mayor 
Willie Brown in 1997. Hill re¬ 
signed from the commission in 
October 2000 after he was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of writing bad 
checks at a Sonoma County furni¬ 
ture store. 

In an e-mail statement to the 
Bay Area Reporter , Lister acknowl¬ 
edged being in an adult video. 

“Nearly four years ago I partic¬ 
ipated in an adult video in which I 
did not engage in unsafe sex. As 
my relationship with the defen¬ 
dant became more serious, I felt 
an obligation to disclose the in¬ 
formation to him,” Lister stated. 

Lister also said that he made 
the information available to the 
district attorney’s office early in its 
investigation. “I presumed that the 
defendant, in a weak attempt to 
discredit me, would bring it up at 
some point during the case,” Lis¬ 
ter stated. “Beyond that it has ab¬ 
solutely no relevance to the spe¬ 
cific case at hand.” 

Lister, 36, maintains that he 
discovered Hill was HIV-positive 
while the pair was on a cruise five 
months into their relationship. He 
received word from his doctor in 
late October 2000 that he had be¬ 
come HIV-positive. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Greg Barge sought to have the 
court uphold Hill’s bail, saying the 
former commissioner was a threat 
to public safety. 

Fitzpatrick also produced an e- 
mail, sent by Hill to Lister, that re¬ 
minded Lister that he “had the 
clap” when he first met Hill, de¬ 
spite Lister’s allegation that he got 
a sexually transmitted disease 
from Hill. 

“It’s totally contradictory testi¬ 
mony,” Fitzpatrick told the court. 
“There’s a multitude of problems 


with medical records, and contra¬ 
dictory evidence.” 

In his e-mail, Lister said that 
because the case has begun in 
court, he is unable to make any 
further statements or speculations 
related to any aspect of the case. 

Barge also raised credibility is¬ 
sues, saying that while Hill may 
have been open about his HIV sta¬ 
tus in his public life, he kept it 
from his sexual partners. 

“This individual has been false 
with his partners in private, re¬ 
gardless of how he was in his pub¬ 
lic and political life,” Barge said. 
“The case has all the earmarks of 
sexual assault.” 

Fitzpatrick disputed that char¬ 
acterization, saying Hill has not 
been charged with sexual assault, 
but a section of the California 
Health and Safety Code. The law 
Hill is charged with is a seldom- 
used statute that states that any 
person who exposes another to 
HIV by engaging in unprotected 
sexual activity is guilty of a felony, 
when the infected person 1) 
knows he/she is infected; 2) has 
not disclosed his/her HIV-positive 
status; and 3) acts with the intent 
to infect the other person with 
HIV. 

Fitzpatrick also discussed the 
alleged second victim, identified 
only as Christopher M, telling the 
court that the man only came for¬ 
ward after news of Lister winning 
a $5 million default civil judgment 
against Hill was publicized in the 
media. 

Fitzpatrick said that Christo¬ 
pher M told the grand jury that 
Hill was the only person with 
whom he had unprotected sex, 
but the lawyer said that the man 
allegedly had unprotected sex 
eight months prior to meeting 
Hill. 

“He directly contradicts him¬ 
self,” Fitzpatrick said. 

Tsenin set a trial date for No¬ 
vember 14. ▼

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Shanti hopes layoffs 
will avoid budget crisis

I n an effort to head off a budget 
crisis, Shanti is laying off near¬ 
ly a dozen employees and in¬ 
stituting a restructuring plan to 
improve services and strengthen 
its financial position. 

Up to 12 positions in the orga¬ 
nization will be eliminated or re¬ 
configured by the end of October. 
The staff cuts come on the heels of 
the AIDS agency’s annual awards 
gala and motorcycle ride fundrais¬ 
ers later this month. 

The two-year restructuring 
plan, which the agency says will 
consolidate parallel functions by 
closer collaboration between and 
integrated management of pro¬ 
grams, will also modernize fiscal 
and administrative systems to cre¬ 
ate sustaining operating reserves. 

“It makes us more responsive 
to the needs of the people we 
serve,” said Shanti Executive Di¬ 
rector Hywel Sims. “It’s been dif¬ 
ficult but we hope it works.” 

Sims and four top managers 
are taking a one-month pay cut 
this year equaling $35,000. The 
agency expects the reductions in 
staff and salaries will save it 
$900,000 over the next two years. 
The other staff have not been 
asked to do the same. 

“Shanti staff have not had rais¬ 
es in four years, at least, which is 
why I was keen to protect the cur¬ 
rent level of salaries,” said Sims. 

Despite the loss of employees, 
Sims said the measures will not re¬ 
sult in a loss of services to clients. 

“We decided to make some 
changes now rather than take per¬ 
haps more substantial changes 
later,” said Sims. “We’ve had in¬ 
creasing concerns from the econ¬ 
omy and how that’s affecting our 
fundraising over the last year.” 

Most of the employee layoffs 
will come from the agency’s fi¬ 
nance, administration, and devel¬ 
opment areas. One director, four 
managers, a trainer, two adminis¬ 
trative positions, and three drivers 
are being laid off. 

Two other positions, one in fi¬ 
nance and one in development, 
are having their hours reduced. 
The layoffs mean an 18 percent 
cut in staffing, leaving the agency 
with 46 employees. 

“We wanted not to reduce ser¬ 
vices we provide to people with 
HIV and breast cancer. We have 
tried to reduce positions in places 
where we could avoid having to 
cut services,” said Sims. 

The agency is, however, re¬ 
cruiting for a new director of de¬ 
velopment and communication. 
The position to date has yet to be 
filled. 

“My predecessor worked both 


as an executive director and direc¬ 
tor of development. Not to have 
that position would limit us,” said 
Sims, who was hired as Shanti’s 
executive director nine months 
ago at an annual salary of 
$130,000. 

The agency’s board approved 
the restructuring plan on Mon¬ 
day, September 15 and staff mem¬ 
bers were notified of the changes 
on September 16 and 17. 

Shanti, which has an annual 
budget of $4.1 million, has seen its

A strong interest in family law 
and equality has driven the 
successful career of Alame¬ 
da County attorney Liz Hendrick¬ 
son, and on Wednesday, October 
1, Hendrickson marked another 
milestone when she was sworn in 
as an Alameda County Superior 
Court commissioner. 

To Hendrickson’s knowledge, 
this is the first time an openly les¬ 
bian commissioner will serve on 
the court, although one openly 
gay judge, Hugh Walker, currently 
serves. Commissioners differ from 
judges only in slight ways; while 
judges are either elected or ap¬ 
pointed by the governor, commis¬ 
sioners are hired by judges to per¬ 
form many of the same duties. 

“I’ll do most of the same 
things. I’ll have a courtroom, and 
will hear family law, probate, traf¬ 
fic, small claims, and some crimi¬ 
nal cases,” Hendrickson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Most people, I 
think, don’t notice the difference 
[between the positions].” 

Hendrickson, 53, is an Albany 
resident who has been practicing 
law in the Bay Area since 1979. She 
served as executive director of the 
San Francisco-based National 
Center for Lesbian Rights from 
1991 to 1995. She also has a strong 
background in domestic violence 
issues, winning a Berkeley Law 
Foundation grant in 1982, which 
she used to found the Domestic 
Violence Law Project in Alameda 
County. She is also one of the 
founders of A Safe Place, which is 
a shelter in Oakland. After her po¬ 
sition at NCLR, she returned to 
private practice in Oakland, and 
has taught at Golden Gate Univer¬ 
sity and the University of Califor-

nia. 

“I’m very familiar with this sys¬ 
tem; I’ve appeared in every court¬ 
house, and know many of the 
judges and a lot of the lawyers,” 
said Hendrickson. “It’s a commu¬ 
nity I’ve been a part of my whole 
adult life. I’m very comfortable 
here and very happy to be able to 
work here.” 

Hendrickson applied for the 
job about a year'ago and learned 
of her hiring about a month ago. 
She replaces Beverly Daniels- 
Greenberg, who was appointed as 
a judge by Governor Gray Davis 
on August 13. 

As commissioner, said Hen¬ 
drickson, she hopes to represent 
and reflect the diversity that is 
Alameda County. 

“It’s a diverse bench; there are 
many women, and many different 
races represented. It’s a diverse 
county. And I hope to provide 
some additional diversity by being 
a lesbian who has been involved in 
LGBT issues for a number of 
years, and I think that will benefit 
the court in terms of providing 
additional expertise and access to 
information.” 

Her hiring is “especially time¬ 
ly,” she said, given the recent sign¬ 
ing of AB205, the expansive Do¬ 
mestic Partners Rights and Re¬ 
sponsibilities Act. Although now 
being challenged in court, the new 
law seeks to grant most of the 
rights to same-sex couples that are 
currently available only to mar¬ 
ried spouses. If AB205 is enacted 
as planned, that means “more and 
more members of our communi¬ 
ty will be using the courts to end 
their relationships,” said Hen¬ 
drickson, “and I expect our courts 
to be sensitive to members of our 
community, as they have been in 
the past.” ▼

Gay cops drop lawsuit 
threat over promotions

A simple date change for a 
police advancement test 
could mean the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department will have 
its first openly gay lieutenant by 
2005 and has fended off potential 
litigation against the department. 

The test, known as the Q60 Ex¬ 
amination, is offered to police 
sergeants with at least three years’ ex¬ 
perience on the job. Those who pass 
the test then make it onto a list of po¬ 
tential candidates the department 
can select to become lieutenants. 

As of three weeks ago, the 
exam had been slated to take place 
in April and would have effective¬ 
ly meant nearly 50 sergeants, sev¬ 
eral of them gay and lesbian, 
would not have met the three-year 
time requirement. If the depart¬ 
ment only offers the test every 
three years, then the next time 
they could then take the test 
would have been in 2007. 

When members of the Pride 
Alliance, a gay and lesbian police 
organization, inquired why the 
test could not be postponed in 
order to include those sergeants, 
police brass and police union of¬ 
ficials initially refused to change 


the test date, sources said. 

In response, at least one gay 
sergeant had threatened to sue the 
department and began leaking 
word to members of the gay com¬ 
munity about the plans for a law¬ 
suit. Gay police officers also had 
planned to storm the September 
24 meeting of the police commis¬ 
sion to air their grievances with 
the department’s decision. 

However, after the Bay Area 
Reporter began making inquiries 
about the test date late last month, 
the department changed course. 

After pressure from the gay po¬ 
lice group, openly gay Police Com¬ 
missioner Wayne Friday and 
openly gay District 8 Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty, the department 
agreed to postpone the test. On 
September 25 Police Chief Alex 
Fagan released a department bul¬ 
letin “to clarify questions regard¬ 
ing” a police training program and 
the Q60 Exam, which announced 
“the department will not adminis¬ 
ter the next Q60 until after Sep¬ 
tember 15,2004. HOWEVER, NO 
DATE HAS BEEN SET.” 

The decision was met with 
praise from the gay officers, who 
credited the formation of the gay 
officers group and support from 
government officials in getting the 


test date pushed back. 

“There is no litigation at all re¬ 
garding this. We came to a sense of 
agreement between the officers 
and the administration,” said 
openly gay Sergeant Chuck Lim- 
bert, who had pushed the depart¬ 
ment to change the date. 

Limbert, as well as Pride Al¬ 
liance co-chair Inspector Sergeant 
Lea Militello, will be eligible to 
take the lieutenants exam next fall, 
along with 47 other sergeants who 
are now also eligible for the test. 

“I am glad the department 
worked well with this and took 
under advisement our suggestion 
and postponed the test,” said Lim¬ 
bert. “For the first time we will have 
an opportunity for advancement 
of gay men.” The department has 
had lesbian lieutenants for years. 

While one openly gay sergeant, 
Jim Bosch, currently is on the lieu¬ 
tenants list, he ranks low on the 
list and has been out on disability 
due to an on-the-job injury. In 
August, when the department an¬ 
nounced promotions for officers, 
he was once again passed over. ▼

LGBT clubs organize anti¬ 
recall, Prop. 54 events

L ove or hate Governor Gray 
Davis, the likely alternative 
of Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, say activists, 
means California probably will 
swing to the right and President 
George Bush will be all the more 
likely to win re-election. 

Stopping the recall, and defeat¬ 
ing Proposition 54 - the initiative 
that prohibits the collection of 
racial data for public health poli¬ 
cies - are the two main goals of 
the city’s LGBT Democratic 
groups this week, who once again 
are working together on the issues 
with which they agree. 

On Saturday, October 4, the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club and the Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club will hold a press 
conference at 10 a.m. at the De¬ 
mocratic Party headquarters at 
1360 Mission Street, on the sec¬ 
ond floor. 

There, the groups will an¬ 
nounce a joint door hanging effort 


through San Francisco voting dis¬ 
tricts that will begin immediately 
and run through the weekend. 
Prominent elected officials and 
political candidates are expected to 
be in attendance. The goal is to 
walk 130 precincts in two days to 
educate San Francisco residents on 
the need to vote in the special elec¬ 
tion on Tuesday, October 7. 

“To work with Alice on the is¬ 
sues we agree with is the right thing 
to do. We are stronger together,” 
said Robert Haaland, president of 
the Milk Club. “It’s important for 
San Franciscans to know how close 
the recall is and how close Proposi¬ 
tion 54 is to passing, which is bad 
public policy.” 

On Tuesday, October 7, the 
clubs will also organize “Get Out 
The Vote” activities all day. 

“It’s important to keep Gray 
Davis in office for a lot of reasons,” 
said Rich Kowalewski, co-chair of 
the Alice Club. “The recall is inap¬ 
propriate because he didn’t do any¬ 
thing wrong and was just elected a 
year ago. Plus there’s all the issue 
we agree with him on, including 


transgender nondiscrimination 
and domestic partnership rights.” 

More and more, said 
Kowalewski, it looks as though 
California will either keep Davis, 
a Democrat, or elect 
Schwarzenegger, and “Governor 
Arnold,” he said, will not be a 
good governor for California. 

“He tries to convey that he’s a 
moderate Republican but the Re¬ 
publican hierarchy is not moder¬ 
ate at all. We all know he never 
could have won an open Republi¬ 
can primary for governor because 
he’s not conservative enough. So 
we have to assume they’re going to 
try to pull him more to the right 
every day.” 

All concerned San Franciscans 
are invited and encouraged to at¬ 
tend Saturday’s event and the 
Tuesday, October 7 activities, 
whether by taking the day off on 
Tuesday or coming in before or 
after work.

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Reject the recall 


I t’s becoming increasingly clear that 
Tuesday’s recall election is coming 
down to a two-man race between em¬ 
battled Democratic Governor Gray Davis 
and Republican actor-turned-politico 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. Recent polls show a 
stunning turnaround from just a couple of 
weeks ago, when Davis appeared to be gain¬ 
ing momentum to thwart the recall attempt. 
Now, however, barring some last-minute 
meltdown by Schwarzenegger, it appears 
that we will have a Republican governor 
once again. We’re reminded of the waning 
days of the March 2000 battle against 
Proposition 22, the Knight initiative: we 
knew it would pass and we felt powerless to 
stop it. Three years later, we have a sinking 
feeling the recall will pass and we feel pow¬ 
erless to stop it. 

Schwarzenegger is a commanding figure, 
and his superstar status virtually guarantees 
a swarm of media attention at his every 
move. That he has broken his own campaign 
promises (not to take money from special in¬ 
terests) and is running his own campaign at 
a deficit (what about that balanced budget, 
Arnold?) seems to have gone completely un¬ 
noticed by the public. Davis is so unpopular 
- even among fellow Democrats - that his 
belated attempts to be more caring and per¬ 
sonable were simply too little, too late. So, 
too, were Davis’s attempts at seeming more 
progressive, a term he used for himself just 
as the recall became a reality. The LGBT com¬ 
munity, however, has benefited from the re¬ 
call by Davis having recently signed bills ex¬ 
panding domestic partner responsibilities 
and gender nondiscrimination. 

Of importance to us is the fact that after 
nearly two months of campaigning, we re¬ 
ally don’t know where Schwarzenegger 
stands on gay issues. We’ve been told he 
supports gay rights, yet his own Web site is 
devoid of the issue, except for this question: 
What rights do you support for same-sex 
couples? Schwarzenegger’s response is 
telling for its lack of specifics: “I am for 


equal rights for all. I do not support gay 
marriage. Marriage is unique to a man and 
women [sic]. That said, I do believe that gay 
couples are entitled to full protection 
under the law and should not be 
discriminated against based on 
their relationship.” Not discrimi- , 
nated against based on our rela¬ 
tionships? What does that mean? 

And what are we to make about the 
“a man and women” statement? Is 
Schwarzenegger advocating bigamy? 

We hope that after the Octo¬ 
ber 7 election, concerned citi¬ 
zens will mount an aggressive 
campaign to change the criteria 
to force a recall. Davis has done nothing crim¬ 
inal to warrant being removed from office. He 
was re-elected last year. Removing an elected 
official from office should be a serious en¬ 


deavor, not one that can be bought with a 
couple of million dollars by the losing party 
in the last election (in this case, the Republi¬ 
cans). There should be a higher threshold set 
for recalls. It’s time our legislators in 
Sacramento step up to the plate, end 
the partisan bickering, and fix this 
problem. 

Despite the dismal numbers for 
Davis, however, voters must cast their 
ballots on Tuesday, October 7, and 
they should reject this recall. (We 
also remind voters that we urge 
a vote for Democratic Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Cruz Busta¬ 
mante on the replacement list 
of candidates.) After all, pollsters have said 
all along that the recall is vastly different 
from traditional campaigns, and anything 
can happen. ▼

Don’t vote for me!

s the first openly gay candidate in the 
history of the United States to be on a 
ballot as a Democrat for governor of 
California, or any other state in the Union, I 
am appalled at the lack of consciousness of 
many in the gay community as to what is at 
stake. Monumental rights are at stake and 
the response has been tepid, at best. 

In one fell swoop and in one day, a Re¬ 
publican can steal the governorship of Cal¬ 
ifornia, the fifth largest economy in the 
world, with merely a small plurality of votes 
and set back gay rights for decades. Amaz¬ 
ingly, the outcry in a community that can be 
hurt far greater than most is not mobilizing 
the forces necessary defeat this transparent 
attempt to defeat the will of the people. 

It is with this backdrop that I decided to 
enter this race. Not to ask for your vote, 
which I do not want, but to get the message 
out that the recall is wrong and very dan¬ 
gerous. Will you listen? Will you use your ef¬ 
forts to stop this travesty of justice and the 
bastardization of the democratic process? 
Will you rail against a wrong that may 
change your life? If I persuade you to do just 
that, my efforts will not be in vain. 

Governor Gray Davis was elected by a 
majority of the citizens of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia. There are three years left in his term. 
He has done nothing illegal, nothing un¬ 
constitutional, and he has been supportive 
of gay rights, a woman’s right to choose, and 
gun control. He signed AB205 expanding 
partnership rights to new levels and has ap¬ 
pointed GLBT people to positions of au¬ 
thority in his administration. His recall has 
no basis in fact or law. Why is this recall 
election really happening? 

The truth is obvious. The recall is mere¬ 
ly a tool of right wing Republicans who 
can’t win an election fairly. 

What are the real facts? Is Davis to blame 
for the problems in California? Of course 
not! We know that 46 other states in our 


country are running huge deficits. Why is 
this? We know that the dot-com bubble 
burst. We know that the California energy 
crisis was fueled by Enron and other energy 
companies, many in President Bush’s home 
state of Texas, manipulating the California 
market to create a fake shortage and huge 
profits for themselves. We know that these 
same energy companies were huge financial 
supporters of the Republican Party. We 
know that President Bush’s tax cuts and 
poor management of the economy have 
caused the loss of at least 3 million jobs 
since he was elected, leaving California’s 
economy in turmoil. With tax rev¬ 
enues slashed, the budget is in the 
red. People have a right to be angry, 
but the anger is being misdirected. 

Do you want to allow a Republican 
to misdirect your anger against a 
duly elected Democratic governor 
and blind you while your 
rights are stolen? I cau¬ 
tion you against such 
dangerous foolishness. 

First, and foremost, be 
aware this is the greatest bait and switch 
trick the Republican Party has ever played. 
As I predicted from the outset, the'Republi- 
cans have thrown out a host of candidates 
who, as with Bill Simon, will gracefully 
withdraw as Election Day comes nearer to 
solidify their votes for one candidate. Absent 
Arnold Schwarzenegger shooting himself in 
the foot, or some horrible secret coming 
out, that will be Schwarzenegger. They also 
are basking in thefact that over 100 other 
non-candidates will splinter the vote so that 
a small plurality of the vote might get this 
movie star elected. 

Let’s start with Arnold. A Republican 
candidate, ne has surrounded himself with 
the same staff and advisers of the old van¬ 
guard of the Republican Party and others 
who couldn’t win last year’s election fairly. 
Despite his previous promises, he is now ac¬ 
cepting millions of dollars in political con¬ 
tributions. As governor, he would make 900- 


plus political appointments to key executive 
offices, commissions, boards and, most im¬ 
portantly, the judiciary. As a Republican, and 
a neophyte politician, he would be relying 
heavily on those discredited Republican ad¬ 
visers who lost the last election to direct his 
administration’s activities. The recent deci¬ 
sion in Lawrence v. Texas, overturning the 
horrific Bowers case, should give all of us 
pause before we even consider placing any¬ 
one without a track regard of proven sup¬ 
port close to office, much less in the position 
of appointment. Celebrity doesn’t mean tal¬ 
ent, intelligence, or sound judgment. Being 
a Kennedy by marriage doesn’t even get him 
the support of Senator Ted Kennedy, Con¬ 
gressman Patrick Kennedy, or others, 
_ who are strongly against the recall 
and supporting Governor Davis. 
Finally, he is a California Repub¬ 
lican. What does that mean? 

The California Republi¬ 
can Party is on record, in 
writing, in its party plat¬ 
form with the following 
tenants: Gay people don’t 
deserve the same basic rights as other citi¬ 
zens; women should not have a right to 
choose; environmentalists are “extremists”; 
and private business interests should be al¬ 
lowed to clean up the environment; major 
gun control is unconstitutional. With these 
positions embedded in the Republican plat¬ 
form, even here in California, Arnold is em¬ 
bracing President Bush, who walks to the 
drum of the national Republican Party, 
which is even more dogmatic. If elected, 
President Bush and the Republican Party 
will manipulate Arnold’s celebrity status to 
revitalize the fading electoral base here in 
California and re-elect a president who is the 
greatest threat to equal rights in 20 years. Is 
this what you really want to happen? 

Vote no on the recall and don’t vote for 
me. After voting against the recall, vote for 
the most qualified Democratic candidate that 
can really win and protect your rights. Noth¬ 
ing more is necessary, nothing less will do. ▼ 
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Republicans bad, Democrats good 

Short-sighted fools who decry “identity politics” 
or claim that Democrats “have done very little for 
our special interest group” are either new to Califor¬ 
nia, utterly ignorant, or just plain big fat liars.

Don’t blur the words, meanings

sexuals and transgenders will like the 
umbrella term because blurring demography may 
increase political clout. For the rest of us, it would 
only mark the further debasement of the English 
language. One doesn’t have to look far to see this 
breakdown. Even Mr. Bush can’t speak in coherent, 
complete sentences unless someone writes them 
down for him. Where technology and medicine goes, 
language goes. In our sex-obsessed culture, our fas¬ 
cination with varieties of sexual identities is not di¬ 
minishing. Why wouldn’t we want words upon 
which we can agree that describe precisely different 
types of people? The vocabulary and subdivisions 
are useful. Without them, we would be less able to 
express ideas. 

By using “transgender” all the time we would 
have more confusion about our history and who we 
are today. I know many gay men who enjoy doing 
drag occasionally and casually, and I wouldn’t pre¬ 
sume to call them transgender. They have no ques¬ 
tions about their gender. 

Regarding history, over the last several years there 
have been proclamations made that transsexuals led 
the Stonewall riots and so should lead our parade. 
But there is no documentation suggesting that trans¬ 
sexuals or transgenders played an important role in 
Stonewall or that they were present in significant 
numbers. There were gay men, some of whom were 
drag queens, hippies, and street people. “Transgen¬ 
der” is misleading to describe drag queens because 
it describes attributes which aren’t there, implying 
something more extreme, serious, and full-time. 

If Ms. Smith is looking for a term that has “re¬ 
markable versatility” and is, as she says, “easier than 
trying to define myself than trying to break down my 
identity into a confusing muddle that can be more 
specific,” I wonder how she would like it if the phrase 
“drag folk” caught on as the new umbrella term. 

Thanks, but I’ll stick to the original words and 
their authentic meanings.

Matt Gonzalez’s record 

There’s a drone of negative campaigning emanat¬ 
ing from Tom Ammiano’s supporters. The latest voice 
is that of Ken Rackow [Mailstrom, September 25]. 
Rackow incorrectly accuses Matt Gonzalez of chang¬ 
ing his party affiliation after his election and accuses 
Matt’s supporters (again) of heterosexism.

As a proud gay supporter of Matt Gonzalez, let 
me set the record straight. Matt announced his 
switch to the Green Party in the middle of a hotly 
contested runoff against a Democratic machine can¬ 
didate. He did this by way of a cover article in the 
Bay Guardian-, it was hardly a secret. Many Democ¬ 
rats, including Tom Ammiano, urged him not to 
change parties or to delay his announcement, but 
Matt wanted the voters to know exactly where he 
stood. The voters of District 5 overwhelmingly voted 
him into office as a Green. 

Sophie Maxwell entered the contest for president

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of the board with the support of Mayor Brown, after 
previously stating that she would not. Tom Ammi- 
ano joined Gavin Newsom in supporting Maxwell 
after Aaron Peskin dropped out to break the result¬ 
ing deadlock. It was a tough and narrow margin of 
victory, but under Matt’s leadership, the board has 
been functioning well, and passed a balanced bud¬ 
get on time in the face of the biggest revenue short¬ 
fall in history. 

There are substantive differences between Tom 
and Matt. For example, the budget shortfall existed 
partly because of the business tax rollback that Tom 
supported and Matt opposed. Matt’s position is that 
rolling back the gross receipts tax and leaving only a 
payroll tax on businesses discourages job creation. It 
also deprives the city of revenue we need to preserve 
services like treatment-on-demand for speed users, 
a huge issue for our community. And it was Matt, 
not Tom, who had the courage to debate with Gavin 
Newsom on homelessness in 2002. One reason I 
could not support Tom this year was that after plac¬ 
ing Proposition O on the ballot, he was essentially 
AWOL on homelessness in 2002. This year, in the 
face of a critical shortage of psychiatrists in the pub¬ 
lic mental health system, Tom sponsored a resolu¬ 
tion that would have, among other things, rolled 
back psychiatrists’ compensation by 35 percent. 

As for back as December 2002, many in our com¬ 
munity, including Robert Haaland and Wayne Fri¬ 
day, publicly doubted Tom’s ability to win. Oddly, 
some of those are the same voices alleging “hetero¬ 
sexism” now. I support Matt because I think he is the 
best candidate for our communities, both as LGB- 
TIQ people and as San Franciscans. That said, if Tom 
makes it to the runoff against Newsom, I have al¬ 
ready vowed to work tirelessly for Tom. Meanwhile, 
a healthy debate about the issues - and not a din of 
divisive unfounded allegations of heterosexism - will 
increase progressive turnout and stop Newsom from 
a November coronation.

New Leaf staffers respond 

We, the staff at New Leaf, are writing a letter to 
more fully explain to the community our position 
on the current union negotiations, which was de¬ 
scribed by the B.A.R. article on the subject [“New 
Leaf staff picket over contract dispute ,” September 25]. 
The staff at New Leaf is a group of extremely dedi¬ 
cated professionals who are choosing to work in 
community mental health for the betterment of our 
community. We do so with far less than competitive 
wages for our profession and in crowded conditions, 
yet we consistently provide the highest quality ser¬ 
vice to our clients. 

Certainly, we are aware of the economic pressures 
placed on the agency by the recession. There is no 
one more aware of this than the workers at this 
agency who are facing very difficult times ourselves. 
We work at a salary level whose full-time equivalent 
falls into the category of “low income” on the 
Mayor’s Office of Community Development form 
“G” which we fill out with clients during an intake. 
Our salaries are currently between 7 and 12 percent 


lower than median salaries on the California Non- 
Profit Wage Salary Survey. We absolutely understand 
the difficulty of finding money in any budget at this 
time because we have all, by necessity, become very 
good at knowing relative costs and necessary trade¬ 
offs in our own financial situations. We know from 
experience that when funds are limited it is the high¬ 
er priorities that get funded. Given what manage¬ 
ment is proposing, we feel that management does 
not place a very high priority on staff’s concerns. 

Management’s offer of a 3 percent raise essential¬ 
ly matches the inflation rate which is about 2.6 per¬ 
cent and so is not a raise in real terms. The 3 percent 
offer is also more than offset by a huge reduction in 
benefits. One of the reasons staff has been able to 
stay at New Leaf is because of the current health ben¬ 
efit package. In their current proposal, management 
wants to eliminate vision and dental coverage, long 
term disability, and life insurance. They also want to 
change over to a single health care plan which would 
end many staff members’ long-standing relation¬ 
ships with their current health care providers. Qual¬ 
ity health care is essential for our community, espe¬ 
cially for staff members who are HIV-positive, have 
disabilities, and are transgender. 

In addition to cutting health care, New Leaf does 
not provide domestic partner benefits, which have 
become standard in other similar nonprofits. New 
Leaf, as a leading LGBTQ mental health agency in 
the Bay Area, has a responsibility to affirm LGBTQ 
relationships, yet management is unwilling to pro¬ 
vide for even half of DP benefits. This is a battle that 
is being fought across the nation, and it is hard to 
believe that New Leaf is on the wrong side. 

We continue to be proud of New Leaf’s role with¬ 
in the LGBTQ community and feel privileged and 
committed to providing services to the most vulner¬ 
able and underserved LGBTQ clients. However, 
when the people who work here are not valued and 
appreciated we are unable to retain excellent clini¬ 
cians and administrative staff. The resulting 
turnover ultimately affects the quality of service we 
can provide to our clients. 

We are writing this letter to ask for the support 
of our community in urging New Leaf’s manage¬ 
ment to reconsider its current proposal. We look for¬ 
ward to continuing negotiations with New Leaf’s 
management team and hope to come to a speedy 
agreement which addresses the needs of the agency, 
the staff, and the clients we serve.

, uesday’s recall election 
shouldn’t even be happen- 

1 ing. This Republican 
bought-and-paid-for election is 
little more than a sop to the 
whims of dissatisfied GOP politi¬ 
cians, bankrolled by one of their 
own, Representative Darrell Issa 
(R-Vista), a pro-life, antigay right 
winger whose paid signature gath¬ 
erers put this ill-conceived elec¬ 
tion before us. 

Now, however, even Issa ap¬ 
pears to be having second 
thoughts about the recall election 
as he last week grudgingly en¬ 
dorsed Arnold Schwarzenegger 
after publicly urging a no vote just 
days earlier. 

Governor Gray Davis has 
never been one of my favorite 
politicos but the guy is taking the 
heat for problems that aren’t now 
and never were under his control, 
and frankly, any of those running 
to succeed him will surely find 
themselves in the same fix should 
the recall effort be successful. I am 
not endorsing or defending 
Davis’s job performance 
(though, in reality, he 
hasn’t been a bad gover¬ 
nor) but the man was 
honestly and democrati¬ 
cally re-elected only last 
November and elec¬ 
tions are supposed to 
represent the will of 
the people, not 
the whim of 
the electorate. 

Indeed, if 
this recall of Davis succeeds it 
could very well usher in the kind 
of entrenched partisanship that 
now afflicts the national govern¬ 
ment in Washington. A Republi¬ 
can, like Schwarzenegger, could 
win this election, build up his 
party’s support for George W. 
Bush in next year’s presidential 
election, only to run afoul of the 
very same budget problems that 
have dogged Davis. Worse, how¬ 
ever, would be that he 
(Schwarzenegger) would be sad¬ 
dled with a Democratic Legisla¬ 
ture and even some Republicans 
are now privately saying that it 
would be safer for California to 
forget this recall and stay with 
Davis, a seasoned public figure 
who knows state government well. 

As for the highly political ener¬ 
gy crisis that Republicans still 
blame Davis for, it was his prede¬ 
cessor, Republican Pete Wilson’s 
doing - all of it - starting with the 
deregulation law Wilson signed 
back in 1966. That law did noth¬ 
ing but hurt Californians while 
making the Republican oil execu¬ 
tives who run companies like 
Enron even wealthier and greedi¬ 
er. Davis had nothing whatsoever 
to do with that. 

So, with nearly every other 
state facing a California-like bud¬ 
get crisis why has ours become 
such a profound political crisis? 
The true answer can be found, in 
part, with those in the Bush White 
House like political operative Karl 
Rove, who want a Republican in 
the California governor’s office 
when Bush (who lost this state by 
1.6 million votes in 2000) makes 
his grab for the state’s 54 electoral 
votes next year. Bush, once 
thought to be politically safe for 
re-election in 2004, now faces a 
tougher fight to keep his job and 
this state’s 54 electoral votes play 
big in his plans. It’s all a Republi¬ 
can-planned scheme orchestrated 
from the Republican National 
Committee and the White House. 

While Tuesday’s recall election 


is little more than political fraud 
brought upon us by paid signa¬ 
tures of less than one-tenth of the 
state’s registered voters, it is more 
likely to engender ongoing politi¬ 
cal instability than to install an era 
of balanced budgets and stable 
government. This naked power- 
grab recall election has allowed 
vigilante behavior - nourished by 
ego, greed, and power - to 
lure the California 
public into a situation 
that will inevitably 
lead to unending po¬ 
litical chaos in the 
state. If the political 
right succeeds in oust¬ 
ing Davis we can most 
surely look 
forward to 
regular recall 
elections, fur¬ 
thering the chaotic election 
process. 

Don’t like a bill the governor 
signed? Launch a recall. Annoyed 
at some bill the governor vetoed? 
Time for another recall. Any mil¬ 
lionaire zealot like Issa (and there 
are plenty of them in this state) 
can easily afford another $1 or $2 
million to buy the necessary sig¬ 
natures. The process will create a 
protracted circus that will surpass 
even the political fiasco of Florida 
in 2000 in which Republican tac¬ 
tics managed to steal the U.S. pres¬ 
idency. 

We must not let them do the 
same to us. Certainly, California 
must not let the woman-taunting 
Schwarzenegger win the gover¬ 
nor’s office. As much as I abhor 
their right wing politics, at least 
two other Republican actors- 
turned-politicians, Ronald Rea¬ 
gan and George Murphy, could at 
least act, sing, and dance. 
Schwarzenegger, a grade B actor at 
best, is doing all he can and 
spending millions trying to sell 
California a song and dance in 
next week’s election. 

I can understand the desire of 
California’s right wing Republi¬ 
cans to take back the governor’s 
office, but they had their chance 
only 11 months ago and couldn’t

do it. They aren’t entitled to an¬ 
other bite at that apple. Davis has 
been as an effective a governor as 
anyone could have been under 
this era of Bush recession and 
failed economics; Davis won re- 
election last year in an honest and 
fair election and should be al¬ 
lowed to serve out his term.

2005 ! 
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Ten years, five years, one year

I n the next few weeks, you will 
likely be hearing a lot about 
Matthew Shepard. It is, after 
all, the five-year anniversary of the 
brutal beating of Shepard in 
Laramie, Wyoming. A beating that 
took his life on October 12,1998. 

Shepard’s death is not the only 
such anniversary on the calendar 
this year - three cases of im¬ 
portance within the trans¬ 
gender community reach 
milestone years in 2003. 

In was nearly a decade 
ago, December 31,1993, 
when Brandon Teena, a 
young female- 
to-male, was 
murdered in 
Falls City, Ne¬ 
braska. Brandon had been living 
as a man in the area for some time 
before being outed by local police. 
When he was revealed to have 
been born with female genitals, 
John Lotter and Marvin Nissen 
raped Brandon. A week later they 
took Brandon’s life, after he had 
reported the rape to the local po¬ 
lice. This case was the basis of the 
film Boys Don’t Cry. 

Six weeks after Matthew Shep¬ 
ard died in a Fort Collins, Col¬ 
orado Hospital - and more than 
1,500 miles away - a 33-year-old 
African American transgender 
woman, Rita Hester, was brutally 
stabbed 20 times in her Boston, 
Massachusetts apartment. It is 
likely that you never heard of Rita, 
as her murder did not gain the 
headlines that Matthew’s or even 


Brandon’s did. Also unlike the 
above cases, her murderer or mur¬ 
derers have never been caught, 
and her case sits unsolved - and 
largely unworked. 

And just one year ago, on the 
night of October 3, 17-year-old 
Gwen Araujo went to a house 
party in Newark, California. Her 
alleged killers, according to pre¬ 
liminary trial testimony, brutally 
tortured her over several hours 
before she died, then they 
buried her body 150 miles 
away, in a shallow grave. 
She was later found after 
the story of her murder 
made it, like a macabre 
game of “telephone,” to the 
ears of a family 
member. 

Ten years, 
five years, one 
year. Each a major anniversary, a 
milestone that one cannot help 
but reflect on. 

One thing that binds these 
cases together in our memories, 
and draws attention to their an¬ 
niversaries is this: each of these 
have called us to action. 

Brandon’s death was one of the 
major calls to arms that led to ac¬ 
tivism in the transgender commu¬ 
nity in the first part of the 1990s. 
Without Brandon’s passing, there 
may have never been the fight for 
transgender rights that has been 
seen in the last decade, or it may 
have been a smaller movement. 

Both Matthew Shepard’s and 
Rita Hester’s deaths led to contin¬ 
ued action on the part of GLBT 
activists. Matthew Shepard’s pass¬ 
ing increasing the visibility of vio¬ 




lence against gays and les¬ 
bians, particularly against 
our youth, while Rita Hes¬ 
ter’s death directly led to 
the formation of the Re¬ 
membering Our Dead pro¬ 
ject and the Transgender 
Day of Remembrance, both 
of which have served to 
focus transgender rights 
battles on the most impor¬ 
tant one: the right to exist. 

Gwen Araujo’s passing 
may be the most important 
of these, being both the re¬ 
cipient of the momentum 
born out of anger over 
these other murders, and 
the focus point of activism 
over the last year. Her name 
has been mentioned in 
nearly every venue since 
her murder, as the example 
of why we need expanded 
coverage for transgendered 
individuals in both antidiscrimi¬ 
nation and hate crimes coverage 
across the land. 

Ten years, five years, one year. 

I think it must be a human de¬ 
sire to pay attention to anniver¬ 
saries, probably starting from 
around our first birthday. We go 
through life with this in mind, 
going through high school re¬ 
unions and - perhaps for some of 
us - wedding anniversaries. 

These four cases are bittersweet 
anniversaries, times when we re¬ 
call lives cut short, and take a mo¬ 
ment to think of the elements sur¬ 
rounding their passing. Each of 
these anniversaries are times to 
look at these lost lives, and cry 
out, “No more!” 


These anniversaries also give us 
a chance to look back and ques¬ 
tion if things have gotten better 
since these deaths. In the case of 
antitransgender violence, it is hard 
to say there has been any great im¬ 
provement. While hate crime laws 
for transgender people have 
boomed in the decade since Bran¬ 
don Teena was murdered, there 
have still be 159 such deaths 
worldwide since New Year’s Eve 
1993. That is more than one case 
reported every month - the figure 
has been steadily rising. 

There have been 29 reported 
cases of antitransgender violence 
- 14 in the United States alone - 
since the killing of Gwen Araujo 
one year ago. In only 12 months, 


nearly 30 people have lost 
their lives for the same basic 
reason that Brandon, Rita, 
and Gwen did - and possi¬ 
bly, too, for reasons similar 
to those that caused 
Matthew’s killers to leave 
him to die on a fence in 
Wyoming. 

These are not comfort¬ 
able statistics, but they are 
the reality of these anniver¬ 
saries: there is so much 
more to do when we look 
back at the decade since 
Brandon, or the five years 
since Shepard or Hester. As 
much as we want to think, 
too, that things have im¬ 
proved in the last year since 
g Gwen Araujo’s death, the 
« numbers do not lie: other 
| youhg transgender people 
§ are still being killed, just like 
she did. 

So 10 years, five years, and one 
year gone, it becomes necessary 
that each of us continue to work, 
not only to honor our dead but, as 
Mother Jones said, to fight like 
hell for the living. Let us not only 
reach a time when these anniver¬ 
saries are times to reflect on a bar¬ 
baric event, but on how things 
have improved since then. More 
than this, let us reach a time when 
there will no longer be any new 
anniversaries. T

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Supervisors hold Prop. S hearing

■P he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors’ City Services 
Committee held a public 
hearing September 25 to discuss 
the implementation of Proposi¬ 
tion S, the initiative passed last 
November directing city officials 
to study how to provide medical 
cannabis. 

Before the public testimony, 
the three committee members - 
Supervisors Bevan Dufty, Fiona 
Ma, and Gavin Newsom - met 
privately with city attorneys to 
discuss the legal ramifications of 
carrying out the proposition’s 
mandate. The supervisors de¬ 
clined to reveal what was said dur¬ 
ing the closed session, but stated 
that no decisions had been made. 

Despite overwhelming local 
support for Proposition S and the 
1996 state Compassionate Use Act 
(Proposition 215), use of marijua¬ 
na for any purpose remains illegal 
under federal law. Any move by 
the city to grow or distribute med¬ 
ical cannabis could set the stage 
for a showdown with the federal 
government. 

Medical marijuana advocates 
at the hearing suggested various 
ideas for implementing Proposi¬ 
tion S, most of which fell into 
three broad categories: city licens¬ 
ing of medical cannabis dispen¬ 
saries as they currently exist; city 
licensing of either cooperative pa¬ 
tient growing operations or 


“cannabis therapy centers” that 
provide a range of health and so¬ 
cial services; and city growing 
cannabis, with security provided 
by the police. 

“We should do this openly, 
publicly, and with great pride,” 
stated Michael Aldrich, former di¬ 
rector of Cannabis Helping Alle¬ 
viate Medical Problems. 

District Attorney Terence Hal- 
linan begged to differ. “I’ve always 
felt the key was to keep our heads 
down and avoid directly challeng¬ 
ing the federal government,” he 
said. Hallinan recommended that 
the city should not directly grow 
cannabis itself, on city property or 
with city resources. 

San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment narcotics chief Captain Tim 
Hetrick said the city’s understand¬ 
ings with the federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration, the 
FBI, and the Customs department 
could be jeopardized by Proposi¬ 
tion S, and that any plan that has 
the police guarding pot would 
incur “a tremendous cost to the 
city.” 

According to Dr. Josh Bam¬ 
berger of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health, the extent of the city’s 
current involvement is adminis¬ 
tering a medical cannabis patient 
identification card system; some 
7,000 patients have registered 
since July 2000. SB420, which 
would institute a statewide med¬ 
ical cannabis ID card system, is 
currently awaiting Governor Gray 
Davis’s signature. Some believe

tamante came across as relaxed, 
avuncular, and ready for the final 
days of a short, grueling cam¬ 
paign. State Senator Tom Mc- 
Clintock (R-Thousand Oaks) also 
came across to most as being 
ready for prime time. Although 
McClintock carefully observed 
Reagan’s 11th Commandment 
(“Never criticize a fellow Republi¬ 
can”) he was most specific on the 
budget and emphatic in his long- 
held opposition to any new taxes. 
McClintock erred, however, when 
he claimed that the state, under 
Davis, was now spending more of 
people’s earnings than at any 
other time in history - the state 
now collects about $7 for every 
$100 in income, less than in 1988- 
89, under a Republican governor. 

Green Party candidate Peter 
Camejo appeared calm, well-pre¬ 
pared, and impressive; his com¬ 
ments about reforming the tax 
system were particularly good. 

Overall, in my opinion that is, 
McClintock and Bustamante were 
most impressive in that they re¬ 
mained calm and direct in pre¬ 
senting their starkly opposing 
views in the middle of an event 
that moderator Stan Statham 
said wasn’t Comedy Central, but a 
real case might have been made 
for calling it a milder episode of 
Jerry Springer. 

Governor Davis, making a di¬ 
rect pitch for women voters, ap¬ 
peared at a West Hollywood rally 
featuring an all-female cast of 
supporters (including, I’m in¬ 
formed, some GOP women) last 
Friday night headlined by former 
Texas Governor Ann Richards, 
which was interrupted by a phone 
call from New York Senator 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, whose 
comments were piped into a PA 
system to the overflow crowd. 
Clinton placed much of the blame 
for California’s economic prob¬ 
lems directly on the Bush admin¬ 


istration and spoke particularly 
glowingly of Davis and his record 
on women’s issues. 

Congresswoman Martina? 
Tennis superstar Martina 
Navratilova, 46, says she plans to 
get into public service after she 
hangs up the tennis rackets in 
2005. Navratilova said last week at 
the Sparkassen Cup tournament 
in Germany that she plans to play 
through the end of next season 
then she wants to get involved 
with politics, perhaps running for 
office. “If Schwarzenegger can run 
for governor in California, then 
who knows? I have the muscles,” 
said Navratilova, a Czech-born U. 
S. citizen who now lives in Col¬ 
orado. Navratilova: “I will defi¬ 
nitely be involved, especially the 
way things are going right now. 
The conservative party (in the U. 
S.) is now too strong.” 

S.F. City Hall insiders warn 
that those Green Party members 
who seem hell-bent on getting rid 
of school Superintendent Arlene 
Ackerman aren’t doing them¬ 
selves or the Green Party any fa¬ 
vors politically (and no, I don’t be¬ 
lieve Board of Supes Prez Matt 
Gonzalez, himself a Greenie, has 
a hand in any of this). 

GOP insiders tell us that the 
Republican threats getting chan¬ 
neled to Tom McClintock (to get 
him to pull out of the gubernato¬ 
rial race before Tuesday) include 
one that proposes he will face a 
Republican primary challenge for 
his state Senate seat next year if he 
doesn’t accede to Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s wishes. 

Finally, my “Quote of the 
Week” comes from the editorial 
page of the Los Angeles Times of 
last Thursday commenting on last 
Wednesday’s gubernatorial debate 
that included all major candidates, 
with the exception of Governor 
Davis. The Times: “Nothing hap¬ 
pened Wednesday night to give 
Californians reason to replace 
Davis. A ‘No’ vote on this recall 
looks better every second.”

the new state law would strength¬ 
en the city’s position, but others 
oppose the bill’s limitations on the 
amount of cannabis a medical 
user may legally possess. 

Several speakers lauded the 
Wo/Men’s Alliance for Medical 
Marijuana in Santa Cruz as a 
model of collective cannabis 
growing. WAMM, which was 
raided by federal agents in Sep¬ 
tember 2002, maintains a cooper¬ 
ative garden where patients or 
their caregivers grow cannabis for 
their own use, as well as provide 
security. All marijuana is provid¬ 
ed on a donation basis or free. 

Different segments of the med¬ 
ical cannabis community high¬ 
lighted the benefits and draw¬ 
backs of the various plans. 

“City regulation [of dispen¬ 
saries] is the way to go,” said Dale 
Gieringer of the California chap¬ 
ter of the National Organization 
for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws, noting that there should be 
a way to grow cannabis in rural 
areas, where land is cheap and 
growing conditions are good, to 
provide for patients in the city. 

Others wondered how the 
WAMM model would operate 
serving more than 7,000 patients, 
and how a program designed to 
serve the terminally ill would 
work for patients with chronic 
pain, which is more common 
among the population served by 
the city’s existing medical 
cannabis dispensaries. 

In an indication of what ap¬ 
pears to be a growing rift between 
medical cannabis patients and 
providers, several patient advo-

cates complained that the current 
crop of clubs sell marijuana at un¬ 
affordable prices, lack additional 
health and social services, and fail 
to treat their clients with respect. 

“The clubs now show no com¬ 
passion,” said patient Renee 
Kidera. “The price is unreachable 
for almost everyone.” 

“Most clubs today are strictly 
endeavors for profit,” stated Har¬ 
vey Feldman, co-founder of Pa¬ 
tients’ Health Defense, a recently 
formed union of medical 
cannabis users. “We do not sup¬ 
port a plan that would allow abu¬ 
sive clubs to become the future 
centerpiece in implementing 
Proposition S.” 

“Many dispensaries are in 
neighborhoods where I’m con¬ 
cerned for my safety,” said Brian 
Basinger, a member of the com¬ 


munity advisory board for a med¬ 
ical cannabis study at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco. 
He suggested utilizing the city’s 
infrastructure of existing commu¬ 
nity centers, including the LGBT 
center. “I’d like to see my money 
supporting community organiza¬ 
tions, instead of going into a few 
pockets.” 

Throughout the hearing, there 
was an evident sense of frustra¬ 
tion that the implementation of 
Proposition S had not proceeded 
further as the one-year anniver¬ 
sary of its passage approaches. 

“We are committing civil dis¬ 
obedience every day,” said Robyn 
Few, a former co-owner of 
Cannabis Healing Californians 
who faced federal sentencing this 
week. “We don’t need another year 
of the feds arresting club owners. 
You’ve taken an oath to uphold 
the law. Do it now before any 
more people go to prison.” 

Added patient Eric Levy, “Sick 
people can’t wait for the federal 
government to recognize politi¬ 
cally difficult truths. Their disease 
won’t wait, their pain won’t wait.” 

“I don’t think I’ve ever been to 
a hearing more overwhelmingly 
compelling,” Dufty stated at the 
close of testimony. “I wish this 
hearing could be watched by every 
member of Congress.” 

Ma proposed that the board 
designate the legislative analyst to 
study the WAMM model and ap¬ 
point a committee to look at po¬ 
tential policies and regulations. 
Dufty introduced the proposal at 
the Board of Supervisors meeting 
Tuesday, September 30. ▼

DA candidates address 
building owners group

T he three candidates for dis¬ 
trict attorney took part in a 
candidates forum before the 
San Francisco Building Owners 
and Managers Association last 
week, where the issue of quality of 
life crimes prevailed. 

Challenger Bill Fazio, who has 
twice before run against incum¬ 
bent District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan, accused the D.A. of 
“doing nothing about quality of 
life crimes.” Fazio also said that 
Hallinan opposes Proposition M 
on the November ballot, which is 
Supervisor Gavin Newsom’s ag¬ 
gressive panhandling measure. 

Kamala Harris, Hallinan’s other 
challenger, pledged to implement 
a tracking system for the homeless 
and to work better with police. Re¬ 
peat quality of life offenders, she 
said, will be prosecuted after three 
or more citations, provided there 
is evidence. Harris said she also 
supports Proposition M.

Hallinan acknowledged to the 
audience at the September 25 lun¬ 
cheon that he opposes Proposi¬ 
tion M, and defended the convic¬ 
tion rates of his office, which crit¬ 
ics have charged are among the 
worst in the state. 

“I don’t think Proposition M is 
good legislation,” Hallinan said. 
“We already have aggressive pan¬ 
handling and ATM laws on the 
books.” 


Those laws prohibit aggressive 
panhandling and specifically, pan¬ 
handling near ATM machines. 
Newsom’s measure would replace 
existing laws with a new law ban¬ 
ning aggressive solicitation in 
public places, any solicitation 
within 20 feet of a check-cashing 
business or an ATM machine, any 
solicitation of persons in vehicles

Merman Experience; the famed 
and beloved Donna Sachet; and 
the drag comedy music review of 
Acid Housewife. 

Other stages include the Latin

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Gay porn company 
at center of Internet 
privacy debate

I n an ironic political twist, an 
antigay Republican senator 
appears to be fighting for chil¬ 
dren to have easier access to gay 
porn, while a San Francisco gay 
porn company says it is doing its 
best to stop him. 

The story begins, according to 
representatives at Titan Media, an 
adult entertainment company 
with headquarters in San Francis¬ 
co’s Mission District, with broad¬ 
band communications companies 
such as SBC and Verizon, who 
make billions of dollars as Inter¬ 
net service providers. Individuals 
and companies use these services 
to run their Web sites. Many of 
these Web sites have peer-to-peer 
(P2P) software features, whereby 
Web site visitors can “share” 
downloaded files with each other. 

This is the same technology 
that has record company execu¬ 
tives up in arms over Web sites like 
the defunct Napster, whose users 
were trading music without pay¬ 
ing for it, allegedly costing the in¬ 
dustry and artists millions of dol¬ 
lars in sales. 

This is the same technology 
that, without running age verifi¬ 
cations, allows users to trade and 
access illegally downloaded 
pornography. Titan should know: 
its own research has turned up 
thousands of its titles on P2P soft¬ 
ware programs like Kazaa. 

Titan’s interest in this issue is 
two-fold: for one, mass file swap¬ 
ping of its movies means the com¬ 
pany is losing money by not sell¬ 
ing what it normally would for its 
in-demand titles; Titan’s sales have 
dropped 30 percent since April, 
when P2P Software “exploded,” 
said Titan Media President Bruce 
Lahey. 

And secondly, said Lahey, Titan 
works hard to ensure that its titles 
do not end up in the hands of mi¬ 
nors, with an age verification sys¬ 
tem that weeds out about 50 per¬ 
cent of its traffic and 20 percent of 
its potential customers. But this 
work becomes all for naught once 
the movies are publicly traded 
without such regulation. 

“What violators are doing,” 
said Lahey, “is enabling adult ma¬ 
terial to be distributed without 
adult protections.” 

To crack down on those who 
illegally trade its material, Titan 
has been following the guidelines 
passed by Congress known as the 
Digital Millennium Copyright 
Act. The 1998 DMCA allows com¬ 
panies like Titan to issue subpoe¬ 
nas to Internet service providers 
demanding the name, address, 
and telephone numbers of ISP 
customers who are suspected of il¬ 
legally downloading copyrighted 
material. 

When a movie of Titan’s is 
traded, an ISP number is revealed, 
to which Titan sends a cease and 
desist order, which ISPs are ex¬ 
pected to forward to its offending 
customers. 

The options for Titan violators 
include amnesty, by which they 
can pay a flat fee of $75 and avoid 
future prosecution, or payment 
for each title downloaded or trad¬ 
ed. 

Thus far these measures have 
produced impressive results; in

the last two weeks, said Titan Vice 
President Keith Ruoff, about 200 
people have opted to pay a flat fee 
in exchange for wiping their slates 
clean. 

The problem is, said Titan ex¬ 
ecutives, not every ISP forwards 
the orders to its users. And some 
users refuse to heed the warnings, 
and continue to engage in illegal 
file swapping. That’s when Titan 
has the right to issue subpoenas to 
ISP companies, asking that the 
identities of the violators be re¬ 
vealed so that legal action can be 
pursued. 

Spinning the Web 

Enter U.S. Senator Sam 
Brownback (R-Kansas), also 
known as one of the main propo¬ 
nents of the constitutional ban on 
gay marriages. 

SBC and Verizon, according to 
public interest Web sites like 
www.opensecrets.org, are among 
Brownback’s top financial con¬ 
tributors. 

These companies have taken 
firms like Titan to task for aggres¬ 
sively pursuing the identities of 
copyright infringers. In some re¬ 
cent unsuccessful lawsuits, these 
companies have also tried to have 
the subpoena rules of the DMCA 
overturned. 

When ISPs continued to lose in 
other courts, said Lahey, SBC pur¬ 
sued the San Francisco court sys¬ 
tem, hoping to have better luck. In 
order to file in San Francisco, SBC 
needed a company within the city 
that is actively involved in DMCA 
proceedings. So SBC named Titan 
Media in its local lawsuit. 

Should the court rulings con¬ 
tinue to favor the current DMCA 
guidelines, Brownback has intro¬ 
duced legislation of his own to 
overturn the subpoena process 
outlined by the DMCA. 

Under the DMCA, such sub¬ 
poenas are not subject to a review 
by a judge. Brownback’s legisla¬ 
tion - and the ISP lawsuits - seek 
to change that process so that 
companies intending to subpoena 
alleged offenders would have to 
file lawsuits. 

“As it stands any company can 
go into court, claim that its copy¬ 
rights have been infringed, and get 
a clerk to sign a subpoena so that 
it can obtain confidential and pri¬ 
vate information about people 
who are using the Internet,” SBC 
spokesman Selim Bingol told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The subpoena 
is issued without any judicial 
oversight. What is to stop an In¬ 
ternet stalker from doing the same 


thing - to just as easily go to a 
courtroom, claim copyright in¬ 
fringement, get a subpoena, and 
find out where somebody lives?” 

Lahey and others in support of 
the DMCA, however, said that 
such considerations were taken 
into account when the DMCA 
was originally drafted, negotia¬ 
tions in which ISPs had a voice. 
And Lahey finds it outrageous, he 
said, that companies like SBC are 
claiming privacy protections 
“when what they really mean, is 
that they’re protecting their band¬ 
width.” 

Furthermore, said Lahey and 
Ruoff, being forced to file a lawsuit 
instead of a subpoena would actu¬ 
ally expose offenders, making 
their names and addresses public 
record once they were found and 
identified. 

But at Brownback’s Senate 
Commerce, Science, and Trans¬ 
portation Committee hearing on 
September 16, SBC singled out 
Titan as a reason for DMCA re¬ 
form, citing the fact that Titan is¬ 
sued a subpoena in July demand¬ 
ing that SBC reveal 59 of its sub¬ 
scribers. 

That’s when Brownback took 
advantage of popular rhetoric, 
said Titan executives, using the 
words, “gay porn company” to 
convince others of the need for 
DMCA reform. 

“I support strong protections 
of intellectual property,” Brown¬ 
back told hearing attendees. “And 
I will stand by my record in sup¬ 
port of property rights against any 
challenge. But I cannot in good 
conscience support any tool such 
as the DMCA information sub¬ 
poena that can be used by 
pornographers, and potentially 
even more distasteful actors, to 
collect the identifying informa¬ 
tion of Americans, especially our 
children.” 

Brownback’s office did not re¬ 
turn phone calls from the B.A.R. 
seeking comment. 

But Titan representatives said 
that the irony of Brownback’s 
statements is that Titan’s defense 
of the DMCA comes out of con¬ 
cern for privacy rights, and for 
keeping pornography out of the 
hands of children. 

With Brownback’s financial 
ties to SBC, and SBC’s financial 
gains from keeping its customers 
happy, said Ruoff, using the buzz 
words “gay porn” for DMCA re¬ 
form is downright insulting. 

“SBC makes more money off 
of pornography,” he said, “than we 
could make in a lifetime.” T

Democratic presidential 
contender Dennis 
Kucinich stumps in SF

I U nless you look closely, you 
could miss the fact that 
Ohio Congressman Dennis 
Kucinich, one of three candidates 
out of a pack of 10 who supports 
same-sex marriage, is running for 
the 2004 Democratic nomination 
for president. 
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Trailing toward 
the back of the 
pack in voter polls, 

Kucinich’s cam¬ 
paign has been 
mostly blacked out 
by the national 
news media and 
his supporters are 
derisively referred 
to as Kucinichistas. 

His opposition 
to the war in Iraq 
and his use of the 
Internet has been 
largely overshad¬ 
owed by former 
Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean. His 
stance against the 
military’s “Don’t 
Ask Don’t Tell” 
policy has been 
eclipsed by retired 
General Wesley 
Clark’s entrance 
into the race, who 
also supports gays 
serving in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Even the na- 

tional gay news media has largely 
ignored Kucinich, opting instead 
to focus on Dean, who signed into 
law the nation’s only civil union 
bill but has stopped short of en¬ 
dorsing same-sex marriage, and 
Congressman Richard Gephardt, 
who gave his lesbian daughter, 
Chrissy, a prominent role in his 
campaign. Like Dean, Gephardt 
favors civil unions over same-sex 
marriage. 

Kucinich has likened civil 
unions to the discredited policies 
of racial segregation. Instead, he

favors federal protections for 
same-sex marriage, stating, “Civil 
unions, domestic partnerships, 
and state-only benefits for same- 
sex couples fall under the ‘separate 
but equal’ mentality that has been 
used to justify segregation.” 

But getting that message across 
to voters is proving difficult for the 
former mayor of Cleveland who 
has worked as a media consultant 
and television commentator. Lo¬ 
cally, Kucinich’s visit to the Bay 
Area this past weekend went large-

'Positively Together' 
retreat approaching

O rganizers of the national 
“Positively Together” retreat 
are hoping scholarships and 
close proximity will draw Bay Area 
residents affected by HIV/AIDS to 
the event later this month. 

The October 24-26 retreat on 
the Monterey Peninsula is an em¬ 
powering and educational event 
for HIV-positive people, friends, 
and service providers, according 
to the nonprofit AIDS, Medicine, 
and Miracles. 

“The weekend gives us a 
chance to build community, to 
laugh, and to learn from work¬ 
shops and each other,” said AMM 
chairperson Gregg Cassin. “We 
give people the opportunity to 
take something painful and use it 
as an Opportunity for growth.” 

Retreat participants can choose 
from activities and workshops 
such as treatment updates, beach 
walks, mediation sessions, sex and 
dating workshops, evening bon¬ 
fires, and lectures on positive ap¬ 
proaches to living with HIV. 

The retreat is accessible regard¬ 
less of income, said Cassin. A do¬ 
nation from Citibank makes 
scholarships available to those 
with financial limitations. Schol¬ 
arship recipients pay $50 for 
room, board, and the retreat. 


AMM also offers a reduced regis¬ 
tration fee of $150 for anyone liv¬ 
ing with HIV. If needed, the orga¬ 
nization will also provide trans¬ 
portation from the Bay Area to the 
Asilomar Conference Center, 
which is two hours away from San 
Francisco. 

The weekend will bring togeth¬ 
er a wide range of communities 
affected by HIV, organizers said. A 
women’s forum, Spanish-language 
forum, and other programming 
helps draw a diverse group of 
around 200 participants, Cassin 
noted. 

“Attending AMM retreats has 
allowed me to connect with peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life,” agreed 
Steven Abbott, a former board 
member of the organization who 
has been attending retreats for the 
past 10 years. “Retreats are a place 
where we all go through the 
process of discovery together.” 

Participants often leave the re¬ 
treats with a greater sense of self-es¬ 
teem and a feeling of community, 
said Abbott. “For me, attending cre¬ 
ated an ongoing extended family.” 

Organizers are asking atten¬ 
dees to sign up for the retreat by 
next Thursday, October 9. Those 
seeking scholarships are asked to 
sign up as soon as possible.

C ity Treasurer Susan Leal has 
received the endorsement of 
gay and lesbian police offi¬ 
cers in her bid to become San 
Francisco’s next mayor.

Since its formation, the alliance 
has pushed for reform and ac¬ 
countability within the troubled 
department. 

“By endorsing Susan Leal for 
mayor, the SFPO Pride Alliance 
voted for change and for a new 
way of doing business,” said co¬ 
chair Inspector Lea Militello. “I’m 
proud of our members and we’ll 
be working very hard to make 
Susan our next mayor.

f laughter is the best medicine, 
then people with chronic or 
life threatening illnesses are 
about to have access to some of 
the best treatment around. 

Laughing Stock, a program of 
Bay Area Theatre Sports, offers 
free-of-charge improvisational 
comedy workshops to people with 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, hepatitis, and 
other diseases. 

Founded by Anya Blackman 
Soltero and now run by Jonathan 
Goldman, Laughing Stock work¬ 
shops take places several times a 
year, and include performances, 
specialized training classes, and pro¬ 
fessional coaching. Specialty work¬ 
shops include musical improv, story 
telling, and movement. All of the 
workshops teach basic stage tech¬ 
niques, but none of the workshops 
are limited to spotlight seekers; in 
fact, said Goldman, the classes are a 
way for people to empower them¬ 
selves, create community, and learn 
more about their inner talents. 

“As adults we tend to build up 
defenses and get away from our 
creative childlike natures, but with 
improv we can let all that go in a 
safe environment. You can be any¬ 
one you choose to be,” said Gold¬ 
man, adding that the classes are 
also a great way to socialize. 
“Humor is a unifying thing. No¬ 
body laughs at you; everybody 
laughs with you. People giggle, 
sometimes to the point of peeing 
in their pants; you know, they did¬ 
n’t even know that they had such 
humor inside them.” 

Laughing Stock is about to em¬ 
bark on a few new projects. 

The first-ever women’s only 
classes for women living with ill¬ 
ness will be offered at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Women’s Building on Thurs¬ 


day afternoons from 3-5 p.m. 
Workshops begin October 9 and 
run through the end of the month. 

This particular workshop was 
made possible through a grant 
from the Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence. Although Goldman 
himself accepts no money for or¬ 
ganizing the classes, he does pay 
the professional coaches - includ¬ 
ing regular coach Jerri Lawlor - a 
small stipend, and each class pro¬ 
vides free refreshments and has 
other assorted costs. 

The women’s workshop not 
only offers women a space of their 
own to experiment and explore, 
but also provides free childcare, 
complete with an improv coach 
that leads the children in activities.

Interested partic¬ 
ipants are asked to register by Fri¬ 
day, October 3. 

Laughing Stock’s general 
workshops run all year, with the 
most recent upcoming offerings 
including a beginner’s series, held 
Saturdays from 2:30-4:30 p.m., 
beginning October 25 and run¬ 
ning through November 22. 
Classes will be held in the Gazebo 
Room at California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center’s Davies Campus, an 
activity area set up on the plaza 
that boasts views of the city. 

In the winter, said Goldman, 
Laughing Stock plans to offer ex¬ 
pansion workshops for caregivers 
and providers, whose stressful oc¬ 
cupations may require some emo¬ 
tional release and who could ben¬ 
efit from knowing about how such 
a program may be useful to their 
clients. 

Additionally, a handful of 
Laughing Stock loyalists and re¬ 
peat clients have formed a perfor¬ 


mance troupe called the Mirth 
Brokers, which has performed at 
care centers as well as Q-comedy, 
and will make an appearance at a 
Laughing Stock fundraiser in a 
couple of weeks. 

The Laughing Stock benefit 
show is $12 and features a variety 
of area and international talent; 
the show takes place Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 17 at 8 p.m. at Fort Mason’s 
Bayfront Theater. For tickets, call 
(415) 474-8935. All proceeds 
allow Laughing Stock to continue 
its work in the community. 

With a range of participants 
from 20-60 years old, Laughing 
Stock, said Goldman, is for any¬ 
one with an illness who has felt 
the need to take risks and just have 
some good fun. 

“In our workshops, success is 
measured by the attempt, not the 
final product. If you’ve tried, 
you’ve succeeded,” said Goldman, 
who speaks so highly of Laughing 
Stock that he sometimes has to 
clarify that he hasn’t joined a cult. 

“Everybody,” said Goldman, 
“comes away feeling better about 
themselves.” T

ly unreported. The candidate ar¬ 
rived at a breakfast fundraiser at 
Fort Mason unencumbered by the 
pack of national reporters as¬ 
signed to cover the presidential 
race. Nor were television cameras 
in sight. 

Even Governor Gray Davis, 
eager to be seen with any national 
Democratic figure as he cam¬ 
paigns to keep his job and defeat 
the recall, did not bother to sched¬ 
ule an appearance with Kucinich 
as he campaigned in the state. 
Along with appearances in San 
Francisco and Oakland, Kucinich 
stopped in Los Angeles to meet 
with a local gay group and raise 
money. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter, Kucinich said he is 
undeterred by the media’s lack of 
attention to his candidacy. 

“I am ready to be discovered,” 
said Kucinich, who turns 57 on 
October 8. “There is plenty of 
time. The election is not over. A 
lot can happen in the next four 
months.” 

To gain some traction, as well as 
perhaps more media coverage, 
Kucinich’s campaign has released 
what it calls “The Pink Paper,” a 
challenge to gay rights organiza¬ 
tions to demand that the other 
major Democratic challengers en¬ 
dorse same-sex marriage. Like 
Kucinich, the Reverend A1 Sharp- 
ton and former Illinois Senator 
Carol Moseley Braun are on record 
as supporting same-sex marriage. 

Written by out lesbian Mari 
Engelhardt, Kucinich’s director of 
national LGBT outreach, the cam¬ 
paign tactic has targeted the 
Stonewall Democrats and the

Human Rights Campaign in par¬ 
ticular, with an eye toward those 
groups’ endorsements in the race. 

The paper states that support¬ 
ing same-sex marriage is a coura¬ 
geous act and would draw a clear 
distinction between the Democra¬ 
tic and Republican parties. 

“Dennis Kucinich has this kind 
of courage. His overriding philos¬ 
ophy on issues of gay rights is that 
same-sex couples and opposite sex 
couples should be equal in the 
eyes of the law - period. Equality 
before the law includes marriage, 
a position that separates him from 
other Democratic presidential 
candidates,” writes Engelhardt. 

Friendship with gay couple 

Kucinich’s strong stance on gay 
rights stems from a 36-year 
friendship with a gay male couple 
from Cleveland. One of the life 
partners taught Kucinich in col¬ 
lege, and the two men have re¬ 


marijuana clinics and refocus it 
on more important crimes. 

“It is not a blind-eye approach. 
It’s an understanding and articu¬ 
lation of what law enforcement 
priorities would be. Why in the 
world is it a priority for the Justice 
Department to conduct raids 
against medical marijuana?” asked 
Kucinich. “In a Kucinich adminis¬ 
tration my Justice Department 
will be very busy breaking up mo¬ 
nopolies in the agriculture and 
energy business, prosecuting 
white collar crime and corruption 
on Wall Street.” 

When asked if he agreed with 
calls from his Democratic col¬ 
leagues and progressive groups for 
the resignation of Defense Secre¬ 
tary Donald Rumsfeld, Kucinich 
demurred, saying only, “I am run¬ 
ning for president to replace the 
entire administration.” 

More than 200 people attended 
a forum with the congressman at

mained close ever since. The 
friendship led him to vote against 
the antigay Defense of Marriage 
Act Congress passed in 1996. 

He has been a vocal opponent 
against the constitutional amend¬ 
ment that would define marriage 
as solely between a man and a 
woman, and was the first 2004 
presidential candidate to sign 
LGBT activist Robin Tyler’s “Don’t 
Amend” petition at www.donta- 
mend.com. 

“It would create a two-class so¬ 
ciety in America along the lines of 
sexual orientation,” he said. “I 
have not hesitated to speak out in 
every forum of the importance of 
allowing people to be able to love 
who they want to love and want to 
marry without any qualifications 
to sexual orientation.” 

The chairman of the Congres¬ 
sional Progressive Caucus, 
Kucinich’s stances seem more 
aligned with the Green Party than 
with the Democrats. He supports 
a national health care system, 
abandoning the North America 
Free Trade Agreement and the 
World Health Organization, legal¬ 
izing medical marijuana, and 
handing over the reconstruction 
of Iraq to the auspices of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

He has also called for the for¬ 
mation of a Department of Peace 
and has labeled the Justice De¬ 
partment the “Injustice Depart¬ 
ment.” If elected president, 
Kucinich said he would end the 
department’s raids on medical 


the LGBT Community Center 
Saturday afternoon. Sitting before 
a rainbow flag with a depiction of 
the Statue of Liberty, Kucinich lis¬ 
tened to a panel of speakers dis¬ 
cuss HIV prevention, youth issues, 
gay rights, and Proposition 54, the 
state initiative that would ban col¬ 
lecting racial data. (Kucinich has 
come out against the measure.) 

Reiterating his views on gay 
rights and the war in Iraq, he re¬ 
ceived several extended moments 
of applause and a standing ova¬ 
tion. But while the audience clear¬ 
ly supported the congressman’s 
views, one nagging question was 
repeatedly raised. 

“How can you make yourself 
perceived to be by the American 
public as someone who is elec¬ 
table?” asked one man. 

After joking about his diminu¬ 
tive size - he stands 5 foot 6 inch¬ 
es tall - he said, “The media 
poobahs like to decide who is 
elected. If it was left to the media, 
Bush would have been elected 
again after he bombed Iraq.” 

Like the underground move¬ 
ments that helped bring down 
communism in Russia and East¬ 
ern Europe, Kucinich said of his 
campaign, “This revolution will 
not be televised.” 

Yet the question remained, 
with another man asking, “The 
problem is, how do we get you 
into the White House in 2004?” 

Answered Kucinich, that being 
“the last question is an appropri¬ 
ate one.” T

I n an effort to foster an envi¬ 
ronment where safe sex prac¬ 
tices are promoted and wel¬ 
comed, a local gay man has 
launched a new Web site for men 
who don condoms. 

The site, which launched na¬ 
tionwide on Wednesday, October 
1, can be found at www.safesexci- 
ty.com. It features everything 
from information about protect¬ 
ing oneself from HIV and other 
sexually transmitted diseases to 
profiles of men who practice safe 
sex from across the country. 

The brainchild of Frank 
Strona, the HIV prevention man¬ 
ager at San Francisco’s Walden 
House, the new sex site aims to 
counter a growing trend of bare- 
backing and other unsafe sexual 
practices among men who surf 
the Internet. By launching the site, 
Strona aims to provide men a 
space online where they are not 
afraid to state they use condoms. 

“The idea is posting to get laid 
or have encounters joined with 
men’s health and wellness re¬ 
sources, social listings, and com¬ 
munity conversations,” said 
Strona. “We’re combining it and 
saying it’s great you are interested 
in getting laid but at the some time 
do you know this is going on.” 

After interviewing men about 
their online life, Strona said he 
found that “the minute you add 
things like condoms or rubbers to 
profiles, you were not getting as 
many hits.” Because of this, “men 
out there who might traditionally 
use a condom, plan on using it, 
but were not putting it in their 
profiles.” 

In the past, health officials have 
tried to pressure various Web sites 
into posting safe sex messages or 
giving them access to chat rooms, 
with various degrees of success. 
Strona, who sits on San Francis¬ 
co’s HIV Prevention Planning 
Council, said after witnessing 
those battles he thought it was 
time to take a different approach. 

“What if, instead of trying to 
invade our way into programs 
that really don’t want to add pre¬ 
vention messages to their pro¬ 
grams, we develop something 
more client focused? There are 
men who want to use condoms,” 
he said. “There are a lot of cou¬ 
ples, who with each other may not

use them, but if they go out they 
use them. 

“We thought, why not see what 
happens when we build a struc¬ 
ture that not only provides you 
with opportunities to meet 
friends, meet for encounters, meet 
for relationships but also has 
men’s wellness in mind,” he said. 

The sex site will offer most of 
its content about safer sex infor¬ 
mation, discussion boards, and 
current news for free. In order to 
access the site’s premium services, 
users will need to pay a monthly 
fee, which Strona expects to be $7. 

Once the site is established and 
men have signed up as users, 
Strona said that starting in No¬ 
vember men who access the site 
will see reminder notices about 
getting tested for HIV and STDs 
every six months. The site will also 
send users an e-mail toward the 
end of those six months to remind 
"them to get tested and provide a 
list of testing sites in their area. 

Strona has spent $8,000 in 
launching the site, $5,000 of 
which came from private donors 
and the rest from his own pocket. 


Since the site is privately owned 
and operated, it does not have to 
adhere to federal regulations that 
many AIDS agencies contend 
hamper there ability to work with 
gay men. 

“We need to go back to taking 
things into our own hands,” said 
Strona. “I felt it was time to put my 
money where my mouth was.” ▼

swering long-standing complaints 
about the agency’s impact on the 
neighborhood. 

“We did a strategic planning 
process the last couple of months 
and our consultants did inter¬ 
views with the neighbors. There is 
still a sense that LYRIC is not 
viewed as a positive and there is a 
negative perception of LYRIC at 
this time,” said Tham. “Our being 
in the neighborhood is definitely 
viewed as a problem. It is dire 
enough that we need to do some¬ 
thing now or move out. If we are 
not welcome here, we can’t do 
what we want to do with our par¬ 
ticipants.” 

Tham said the agency has con¬ 
sidered if it should move out of its 
present location at 127 Colling- 
wood, across from the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Recreation Center. 

“We are considering that, if it 
is conducive for us to be here,” she 
said. “But even if we move out, 
people are still going to come 
here. We need to work together to 
resolve the issues.” 

The agency is discussing inter¬ 
nally what changes it can make to

they don’t draw much attention to 
themselves, perhaps because they 
are not being disrespectful and 
obnoxious,” said police Sergeant 
Chuck Limbert. “Groups of youth 
tend to draw more attention 
maybe because they are being 
loud and boisterous or not allow¬ 
ing people to pass.” 

Both the youth and adults 
agree most of the problems stem 
from the fact that businesses and 
venues in the Castro cater to peo¬ 
ple who are 21 and older. There are 
no gathering spots, like a cafe or 
coffee house, for youth past 9 p.m. 
Instead, the youth congregate on 
the street, in Collingwood Park, or 
at the Castro Muni station. 

“The neighborhood isn’t very 
welcoming to the youth,” said 17- 
year-old Jordan Kurtis Green, who 
became LYRIC’s youth co-chair 
this fall. “There needs to be a place 
in the Castro where youth are wel¬ 
come.” 

Police have cited a lack of late 
night venues for youth as partly to 
blame for increased complaints 
this summer about unruly behav¬ 
ior amongst groups of youth at 
night. According to police, calls 
involving youth by the corner of 
18th and Collingwood Streets, 
near LYRIC’s offices, increased 
from 33 calls in May to 76 in Au¬ 
gust. 

“The majority of kids interact¬ 
ing with police are coming from 
LYRIC,” said Limbert. “The beat 
officers are extremely lenient 
against the youth. We haven’t 
made any arrests where we could 
have or should have. But I don’t 
think that is the way to deal with 
the problem.” 

That approach hasn’t been lost 
on the youth, who said that com¬ 
pared to their past interactions 
with the police, their relationship 
has greatly improved. 

“Compared to two to three 
years ago, you couldn’t ask for 
more,” remarked Green. “The 
cops have been better and have 
tried to build bridges with the 
youth.” 

The police approached agency 
officials and worked proactively 
with them to discuss how to ad¬ 
dress the situation. In September, 
Limbert said the police saw a dras¬ 
tic decrease in calls for service. 

“There was a 50 percent reduc¬ 
tion,” he said. “LYRIC is taking the 
lead in this. They are talking to the 
youth there. I have spoken and 
talked to the youth about it. 
Everyone took a deep breath and 
relaxed a little bit. It had gotten to 
a fever pitch.” 

While LYRIC officials did work 
with the police in talking to the 
youth participants, they counter 
the agency cannot be held respon¬ 
sible for what happens after it 
closes at night. Nor they said, 
should they be held accountable 
anytime there is a problem with a 
youth in the Castro. 

“Whenever there is a youth 
problem they automatically come 
to us. We don’t control youth after 


how and what services its offers. 
Its client base is increasing, with 
the agency serving 1,700 youth 
between July 2002 and June 30, 
2003. The prior fiscal year, the 
agency served 1,200 youth. 

At the same time as they ab¬ 
sorb more clients, the agency must 
contend with a viewpoint that its 
participants are outsiders who 
don’t belong in the Castro. A ma¬ 
jority of youth who access 


LYRIC’s services are black or Lati¬ 
no, some from Oakland, and they 
question if they were not minori¬ 
ties if they would feel more wel¬ 
comed. 

“A lot of people want us out of 
here. They get mad when we get 
loud,” said Ronald, a 21-year-old 
San Francisco resident and LYRIC 
client who asked that his last 
name not be used. “I am here to 
hang out with my friends.” 

David, a 17-year-old LYRIC 
participant who asked his last 
name be withheld, noted that the 
cops don’t ask groups of older 
white guys congregating in the 
Castro to disperse. 

“If we are just standing there, 
they ask us to move but they don’t 
ask anyone else to move,” he said. 

Police counter they are not tar¬ 
geting the kids because of their 
race, but because they are being a 
nuisance or causing a problem. 

“I take them [those criticisms] 
and say when groups of white 
males are hanging out on corners

9 o’clock. We don’t control youth 
on Sunday. We don’t control 
youth at all,” said Green. 

Added David, “I don’t feel it’s 
fair to put it all on LYRIC. All 
youth don’t come to LYRIC. There 
are people out there at times who 
have confrontations with the cops. 
Usually it is over something 
dumb.” 

He said the community just 
needs a chance to see that the 
youth can make positive contri¬ 
butions to the neighborhood and 
hopes LYRIC does host more 
events in the community like the 
coffee nights at Tully’s. 

“If LYRIC did more things 
with the neighborhood, simple 
things just to really get our name 
out there, then they would not 
just see a bunch of rowdy kids 
who are hecka loud,” said David. 

Renewed focus 

The problems experienced this 
summer have put a renewed focus 
on what services are being offered 
to queer youth in the Castro and 
have highlighted the need for late 
night spaces that are welcoming to 
youth. 

“There is nothing for the youth 
in the Castro. It is an adult enter¬ 
tainment area,” said Limbert. 
“Right now hanging in front of 
the bars and dancing in the streets 
causing problems at 2 a.m. is caus¬ 
ing a problem.” 

It also reinforced the need for 
LYRIC to approach its neighbors. 
Green, who has been attending 
LYRIC for six years and has served 
on its board for the last two, read¬ 
ily admits the agency in the past 
has not reached out to the com¬ 
munity. 

“In the past LYRIC has been 
withdrawn and very insular,” he 
said. “We were not going out there 
and talking to people about why 
we exist and explaining what we 
have control over and what we do 
here. We are beginning to build 
those bridges.” 

Tham recently spoke at a meet¬ 
ing of the area’s homeowners as¬ 
sociation, the Eureka Valley Pro¬ 
motion Association, and is work¬ 
ing in conjunction with District 8 
Supervisor Bevan Dufty’s office 
on his plans for expanding ser¬ 
vices for queer youth. 

Gustavo Serina, EVPA’s presi¬ 
dent, said the community is sup¬ 
portive of Dufty’s and LYRIC’s ef¬ 
forts to address increasing and 
improving youth services. Of the 
dialogue which has been started 
between the neighbors and 
LYRIC, Serina said it can only help 
to improve the situation. 

“We want to have open com¬ 
munication and we want to work 
with LYRIC and it is very clear 
they want to work with us. So I 
am very optimistic about that,” 
said Serina. “With open commu¬ 
nication I think things can proba¬ 
bly be worked out.” 

Dufty is using the closure this 
month of the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center for a two-year re¬ 
modeling and construction pro¬ 
ject as the impetus to review and 
expand what services and pro¬ 
grams the city offers queer youth. 

He has begun to meet month¬ 
ly with agencies that serve LGBT 
youth and is working with the 
city’s Department of Children, 
Youth and Their Families to cre¬ 
ate an intervention team that 
could help youth in the Castro ac¬ 
cess homeless, substance abuse, 
and mental health services. LYRIC 
estimates between 20 to 40 per¬ 
cent of its drop-in youth need 
some such assistance. 

Dufty also helped broker a deal 
between the LGBT Community 
Center and the Recreation and 
Park Department to relocate the 
Eureka Valley Teen Program, run 
by Mitch Thompson, into the

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Former prisoner 
has ‘culture shock’

Ig ark Smith felt like he was 
fl reborn in a Wal-Mart store 
I last Thursday night, Sep¬ 
tember 25. It may have been the 
most extraordinary ordinary 
event of his life. It was his first 
taste of freedom in more than 18 
years. 

Two parole agents had picked 
up Smith about an hour earlier at 
the California Men’s Colony 
prison in San Luis Obispo, about 
halfway between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. They were to 
take him to a rendezvous point, a 
parking lot in Oxnard, to meet up 
with his mother and stepfather. 
Freed inmates are usually not es¬ 
corted out of prison by parole 
agents but that procedure was fol¬ 
lowed in his case because the case 
was considered high profile. 

Smith said the parole agents 
asked if he was being bothered by 
the media. He explained that to 
the contrary, he appreciated the 
media focusing attention on his 
case and cited a Los Angeles Times 
editorial that called for his release. 

Smith gave away a lot of his be¬ 
longings to fellow inmates. He 
packed the remaining three apple 
boxes full of possessions into the 
agents’ car in the prison parking 
lot. The trio headed south to the 
rendezvous point. 

The newly freed prisoner asked 
to stop for a hamburger. It was a 
food that he dreamed about dur¬ 
ing his years behind bars. Al¬ 
though hamburgers are occasion¬ 
ally served in prison, he explained 
that the meat has a raw taste, like 
uncooked chicken, and he could¬ 
n’t bring himself to eat it. At first 
the agents refused to stop but they 
finally relented in Santa Maria, in 
Santa Barbara County. 


They stopped at a Wal-Mart 
store that had a McDonald’s 
restaurant inside. As soon as Smith 
stepped out of the car, he was hit 
by a symphony of smells, mostly of 
food that was being cooked at 
nearby fast food restaurants. 

“I smelled all the smells I 
haven’t smelled in all those years,” 
Smith told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It was like the whole world was 
alive. The air in prison is dead.” 

Smith was amazed just to look 
up and see the stars. 

Once inside the Wal-Mart, he 
was awestruck by the high ceilings 
and huge variety of merchandise 
everywhere. He got his dream food, 
a Big Mac, French fries, and a Coke. 

When he met his parents in 
Oxnard, he hugged them and be¬ 
came overwhelmed with emo¬ 
tions. 

His parents took him to their 
home in Sun Valley, near Bur¬ 
bank. He was unable to sleep that 
night. His mind raced as he 
thought of everything he had to 
do for himself now, including lit¬ 
tle things like getting a driver’s li¬ 
cense and bigger things like deal¬ 
ing with his health problems. 

Smith’s view of the world was 
frozen in 1985. He was stunned to 
see all the changes since he was 
last free, especially all the new 
technology and people every¬ 
where talking on cell phones. 

“It’s a culture shock,” he ex¬ 
plained. “It’s like the Jetsons out 
here now.” 

Friends and relatives stopped 
by and took him to various places 
nearby. He jokingly tells strangers 
that he’s been in a coma for 20 
years when they notice his wide- 
eyed appreciation of mundane 
things and his unfamiliarity with 
modern technology. 

He explained that he was 
stunned to see all the high tech 


items for sale while visiting a 
Costco store. Last weekend he was 
taken to a Starbucks for the first 
time. He ordered a vanilla latte 
with whipped cream. 

“We sat at a table on padded 
chairs. It was like heaven,” Smith 
said. 

Smith’s brother, who is also 
openly gay, took him to West Hol¬ 
lywood, where Smith spent much 
of his time before his arrest. Smith 
said he was impressed by all the 
improvements and changes to the 
area. 

The visit to West Hollywood 
was undoubtedly also a bitter¬ 
sweet reminder for Smith of his 
involvement in the 1980s cocaine- 
fueled fast lane that eventually led 
to him being implicated in a mur¬ 
der. Smith said that reluctantly, for 
now, he could not publicly discuss 
the crime until and if he is able to 
clear it with his attorneys. Because 
he is scheduled to be on parole for 
the next three years, he has to be 
cautious about what he says. On 
the record, Smith maintained his 
innocence during his trial. The 
parole board generally frowns on 
any prisoner who says he’s inno¬ 
cent after conviction. Smith has 
expressed remorse for not being 
able to prevent the murder. 

Smith said freedom has given 
him an appreciation for some of 
the simple things most people 
take for granted. He was 
awestruck when he walked on the 
hardwood floors at a friend’s 
house and on a carpet. 

“It just felt so luxurious,” he 
explained. 

His mother, Dolores Padilla, 
wrote to him every day for the 18 
years he was behind bars. He said 
that the letter carrier at his moth¬ 
er’s home was taken aback be¬ 
cause for the first time, there were 
no outgoing letters to pick up. ▼ 
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ed cocaine. Smith opted for a trial 
by a judge rather than a jury. He 
maintained his innocence and said 
that he never witnessed the killing. 

The judge who found him 
guilty two decades ago was one of 
the strongest advocates for his pa¬ 
role. Another judge from Santa 
Cruz County also lobbied for 
Smith’s release because he came 
forward with information that re¬ 
sulted in the successful prosecu¬ 
tion of the killer of a toddler. The 
judge said he was impressed be¬ 
cause Smith put himself at risk by 
coming forward but didn’t ask 
anything in return. 

In an exclusive interview from 
prison, Smith’s co-defendant, 
Kevin Leigh, told the B.A.R. that 
he, not Smith, killed Diamonon, 
although he said that Smith was 
involved in the crime. Leigh said 
that Smith intended to scare Dia¬ 
monon by firing a gun toward 
him in the darkness. Diamonon 
was hit by gunfire in the leg and 
arm. Leigh said that he then went 
after Diamonon, fought with him, 
and drowned him in a creek. Ac¬ 
cording to the coroner’s report, 
Diamonon’s cause of death was 
drowning. 

Leigh phoned this reporter 
from prison on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 29, to ask whether the rumors 
he heard about Smith’s release 
were true. 

“I wish him the best,” Leigh 


said after getting confirmation. “I 
wish him success. I hope he gets 
the proper medical attention.” 

Leigh is also fighting for pa¬ 
role. His next parole hearing is 
scheduled for next month and his 
lawyer is also challenging the pa¬ 
role board’s earlier denials in 
court. 

Smith suffers from AIDS, can¬ 
cer, heart disease, and Parkinson’s 
disease. In interviews before he 
was released, Smith said that at 
times his struggle for freedom has 
been motivated by a hope to die 
free. He is dealing with a new 
health scare now. He explained 
that just last month, a radiologist 
found a couple of suspicious spots 
in a chest X-ray that could be 
signs that cancer has returned. 
One of the first things on his 
agenda this week is to schedule a 
doctor’s appointment. 

Long battle 

The Board of Prison Terms, 
which only approves parole for 
about 1 percent of eligible candi¬ 
dates, ordered that Smith be freed 
three years ago, but Davis blocked 
his release, writing that Smith was 
a person “with little regard for 
human life.” Smith’s lawyers chal¬ 
lenged Davis’s veto in Los Angeles 
County Superior Court. In a 
sharply worded decision, Judge 
Keith Schwartz blasted the gover¬ 
nor’s parole veto and wrote that 
Davis had confused Smith with 
Leigh. Davis appealed Schwartz’s 
decision to the California 
Supreme Court. The high court 


eventually tossed the case back to 
the appeals court. The appeals 
court sided with Smith and or¬ 
dered his release but Davis again 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
Last Wednesday, September 24, 
the Supreme Court refused to 
hear the case, resulting in an affir¬ 
mation of the lower court’s ruling 
that ordered Smith’s immediate 
release. He walked out of prison 
24 hours later. 

Smith’s case can be cited as 
precedent for other inmates who 
are fighting for parole. When the 
high court refused to hear his case, 
it also refused to “depublish” the 
lower courts’ decisions in his 
favor. 

“I’m overjoyed that Mark was 
let out,” said Judy Greenspan of

of the company in the high tech 
recession? 

Last year my team hired about 
1,200 people. Now we’re integrat¬ 
ing 4,000 people into the compa¬ 
ny from the acquisition of JD Ed¬ 
wards. And were going through a 
growth spurt as we broaden our 
marketing focus to include mid¬ 
sized companies. No. I’m not wor¬ 
ried. 

What about Oracle's CEO Larry 
Ellison's hostile takeover bid for 
PeopleSoft? 

Larry Ellison is so full of blus¬ 
ter! Fewer than 10 percent of 
our shareholders have ac¬ 
cepted his bid - hardly a 
vote of confidence. 

Lots of industry 
people see Ora¬ 
cle’s bid as pos¬ 
turing. 

How did you get started in corpo¬ 
rate recruiting? 

I’ve been with PeopleSoft for 
two years, and I’ve been a recruiter 
for 10. Before PeopleSoft I was 
doing retained executive search as 
a consultant. My firm had clients 
like Disney, Playboy, Microsoft, 
Sony, etc. - fascinating, exciting, 
but I wasn’t really a part of the 
company. I was kind of a midwife 
and I never got to see the ongoing 
connection between the execu¬ 
tives and their staff. I went to Peo¬ 
pleSoft because I wanted to spend 
some time inside a corporation 
and understand the impulse be¬ 
hind attracting, retaining, and re¬ 
freshing top talent. And now I di¬ 
rect both staffing recruitment and 


executive recruitment. 

What does a typical day look 
like? 

I’m a director so I manage 
staff. Most of my day is spent with 
division heads forecasting talent 
needs. I attend a lot of meetings; 
we discuss upcoming product de¬ 
velopment and I build strategies 
to find the talent necessary to 
build the product. 

What do you like about 
your work as director of 
recruitment? 

I really enjoy what 
I do. There is so 
much talent in the Bay 
Area. The level of education 
and business savvy is very 
high. I feel like 
I’m surround¬ 
ed by rock stars 
and sometimes 
they act based on my recommen¬ 
dations. 

I feel accomplished when I can 
find synergies within the compa¬ 
ny, or externally, and bring them 
together. I spend a lot of energy 
getting “buy-in” to my ideas, or 
my team’s ideas, or my boss’s 
ideas. Getting people behind you 
and getting that support is fulfill¬ 
ing. And what I hope to see is for 
it to turn into momentum. 

Right now, I’m energized by 
our purchase of JD Edwards. Inte¬ 
grating 4,000 people into the 
company is intense ... and excit¬ 
ing, but there’s also a lot of uncer¬ 
tainty. It’s notoriously difficult to 
merge two fairly mature compa¬ 
nies. 


What do you not like about being 
a corporate director? 

Meetings. It’s very difficult to 
initiate action in a large corpora¬ 
tion. I’m amazed by how many 
barriers there are. When I first 
switched from consulting with 
corporations to working in one, I 
saw a lot of mediocrity. They were 
all about the foosball and the 
bagels. At first I wanted to run 
back to consulting, where I felt the 
people were more intellectual, 
more rigorous in their method. 
Now I look mediocrity right in the 
eye and challenge it. I try to inject 
some intensity into the workplace. 

Do you work a lot? 

I work a lot but most of the 
time I don’t work weekends. Being 
a member of the PeopleSoft/JD 
Edwards staffing integration team, 
I’ve definitely had some 60-hour 
work weeks lately. But generally, I 
worked longer hours as a consul¬ 
tant than I do currently, I also 
earn less money. I made the trade¬ 
off because I wanted a different 
work/life balance. 

What's your work philosophy? 

I go to work ... to work. Cer¬ 
tainly, I have a playful side, but I’m 
very focused on execution when 
I’m working. I have a strong work 
ethic. My father owns his own 
business and I remember watch¬ 
ing him build it from the ground 
up. I derive a lot of self-esteem 
from my job, from feeling success¬ 
ful, from feeling like I’m making a 
difference. 

What do you do when you're sick 
of it? 

I leave. I come home. We just 
bought this house, a 1911 Crafts¬ 
man bungalow, in Rockridge [in 
Oakland], and it’s been quite a 
project. My partner, Chloe, and I 
have been having a good time 
with it. I also read a lot. I read the 
New Yorker religiously. I like read¬ 
ing books about leadership and 
good fiction. I’m just finishing The 
DaVinci Code. 

What makes a good director of 
corporate recruitment? 

Being able to make decisions in 
the midst of great uncertainty is 
the greatest challenge. Sometimes 
you have to recognize that you’ve 
screwed up and go back and 
change the decision or recover. 
But it’s essential to make the deci¬ 
sion. Act. If you can’t act decisive¬ 
ly, then you’re not an effective di¬ 
rector. 

I make decisions all day. I re¬ 
move obstacles for my people and 
I try to get in front of issues before 
they become problems. Their role 
is to hire those 1,200 or so people 
every year. My role is to ensure 
that it’s the smoothest ride possi¬ 
ble and that they’re having a good 
time doing it. 

How "out" can you be where you 
work? 

I’m very out. Everybody who 
works for me and works immedi¬ 
ately around me knows that I have 
a partner and her name is Chloe 
and she’s a fine art photographer. 
Most of them have met her. It’s so 
much easier to be out at work 
when you have a partner because 
you have a way to come out. Peo¬ 
pleSoft is a very comfortable work 
environment for me. I’m happy 
about that. 

How many LGBT people do you 
work with? 

We don’t track it, but it feels 
like a fair amount. We have a gay 
and lesbian [employee] organiza-

tiori and a newsletter. On my team 
I have two gay men working for 
me. There’s another lesbian who’s 
a peer of mine. 

I like being queer where I 
work. I’ve had experiences that 
not everyone around me has and 
they respect it. Then there’s the 
whole lesbian “hip.” People at 
work will say to me, “you all wear 
such cool glasses.” And sure 
enough all the queer people I 
know at PeopleSoft have cute 
glasses. I used to be intimidated by 
straight men’s clubs of corporate 
America, but the funniest, coolest 
thing about being queer is that we 
have our own club. 

How has being a lesbian influ¬ 
enced your work life? 

That’s a really good question. As 
a teenager, I always knew that I 
would have a career. It was the 
1980s and I couldn’t wait to get a 
suit with huge shoulder pads! For a 
while I was a “driver” within the les¬ 
bian community. I worked on the 
Dyke March Committee for five or 
six years and it brought out the 
scrappy, tenacious spirit in me. And 
that helps me in the work place. But 
I could also chalk that tenacity up 
to team sports. I don’t know that I 
can tie it to my queerness. 

I have to be supremely confi¬ 
dent in my role at work. The chal¬ 
lenge being a female and lesbian 
executive is that there’s always that 
balance between being aggressive 
and being a bitch. And being a les¬ 
bian it seems to be easier for peo¬ 
ple to automatically see you in the 
bitch role. But my personality is 
extremely good natured. I use the 
carrot and not the stick. 

What's the role of LGBT people in 
the corporate world? 

By our very existence, we 
queers encourage others (our 
peers, our staff, our managers) to 
seek out ideas from different 
sources. And I think diversity of 
opinion is really important in cor¬ 
porate America. You never know 
where the next big idea is going to 
come from. And just because it’s 
always been done this way, doesn’t 
mean that it couldn’t be done that 
way, when that way’s better. 

Have you gotten flack from other 
queers for working at a corpora¬ 
tion? 

When I first came to San Fran¬ 
cisco a lot of my lesbian friends 
were freaked out because I felt I 
was worth making good money. 
We would argue about downward 
mobility. And I’d argue that it’s 
okay to have drive. They might 
have seen me as a paper pusher, or 
a bureaucrat, or a corporate wonk. 
But I like the challenge. In my 
early 20 s I was shy about wanting 
to have a career, not just a job. 
Now, I like having the money to 
buy a house. I like bringing home 
the bacon. 

What would you recommend to 
someone with an interest in re¬ 
cruiting?

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community center on October 15 
while the rec center is closed. 

Initially, the teen program will 
consist of an afternoon drop-in 
Mondays through Fridays from 2 
to 6 p.m. and three evenings a 
week from 6 to 9 p.m. as well as a 
drop-in movie night on Mondays, 
a discussion group focusing on 
the issues queer youth face today, 
and a Thursday night arts and ex¬ 
pression evening. The center has 
dedicated the ground floor space 
in the Victorian side of the build¬ 
ing for the teen program. 

Thom Lynch, the community 
center’s executive director, said 
moving and expanding the queer 
youth programs into the building 
helps to meet one of the goals he 
hoped to accomplish within his 
first six months on the job. He 
noted the new room can hold up 
to 40 people and once a cafe 
opens, he expects the youth will 
have another space to call their 
own. 

“It is something the communi¬ 


ty has asked us to do and some¬ 
thing the community wants us to 
do here,” he said. 

By November, Dufty and recre¬ 
ation officials hope to expand the 
youth programming so there are 
activities on Friday and Saturday 
nights. In order to pay for the pro¬ 
grams, Dufty said he is going to 
turn to the community for dona¬ 
tions and estimates he needs to 
raise at least $30,000. 

“Mitch cannot be here until 
midnight right now. It is a tight 
budget year and the community is 
going to have to step up to the 
plate,” said Dufty. “The goal is 
within 30 days to have the re¬ 
sources to go longer hours.” 

During a meeting last month 
with the EVPA, Dufty explained 
he wants “to create a whole new 
level of capacity so when the 
youth program reopens [in the rec 
center] in two years there is a 
higher level of community in¬ 
volvement.” 

While Thompson said the 
youth in his program are looking 
forward to the move, the youth at 
LYRIC said it will take some out¬ 
reach to get other kids to check 


out the program. They called the 
old community center youth 
space “a broom closet” and remain 
skeptical that a late night program 
there can be successful. 

“The center is clearly not based 
for youth; it is based for people 
with money,” said Green. “They 
need to build a level of trust so that 
this is not just seen as a politician’s 
way of getting people to vote.” 

Though Green said the possi¬ 
bilities of what the center can offer 
to youth are endless, and suggest¬ 
ed everything from discussion 
groups, movies, monthly dances, 
to dance classes, book clubs, and 
drop-in times to play games. 

“If the center is trying to 
change for the better, then I am 
willing to support it and help it 
out,” he said. “There are so many 
things people want to do after 9 
o’clock that are pretty decent and 
pretty legal that could be put on at 
the center.” 

The relocated teen program at 
the LGBT Community Center is 
planning an open house from 5 to 
9 p.m. on Monday, October 20. 
The center is located at 1800 Mar¬ 
ket Street. ▼ 
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The lights are dim on Broadway.

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California Prison Focus, who has 
been fighting for Smith’s release 
for eight years, “but his release was 
no thanks to Governor Davis, who 
would have kept him in if he had 
the chance.” 

Several years ago, Greenspan 
tried unsuccessfully to get Smith 
freed under a “compassionate re¬ 
lease” because of his illnesses. 

Smith’s case parallels the case of 
another gay inmate, Robert 
Rosenkrantz. But with 
Rosenkrantz, the Supreme Court 
last year overturned the decisions 
by two Superior Court judges and 
two Court of Appeal panels and 
found that Davis was within his 
legal right to keep Rosenkrantz 
locked up. Specter and Klein are 
also representing Rosenkrantz. Last 
week, they filed an appeal on his 
behalf to the U.S. District Court. 

“Now it’s time to get Robert 
Rosenkrantz out,” Greenspan said. 


“I really thought he would be let 
out first, and Mark would get out 
on Rosenkrantz’s coattails.” 

A. spokesman for the governor, 
Byron Tucker, issued the following 
statement in response to Smith’s 
release: “Governor Davis felt and 
continues to believe that Mark 
Smith was not suitable for release 
due to the extremely violent and 
wanton criminal act he commit¬ 
ted. Mr. Smith and his accomplice 
severely beat the victim, shot him 
twice, and then dragged Mr. Dia- 
monon to a creek where they mur¬ 
dered him by drowning the life out 
of him. Governor Davis has always 
tried to ensure that the voice of the 
victim is part of the parole equa¬ 
tion and while Mr. Smith may be a 
sick man now, he has at least the 
benefit of life for the past 20 years, 
while the victim has not.” 

Smith told the B.A.R. that he 
was notified that he won his fight 
for freedom about 9:30 a.m. on 
Thursday, September 25. He was 
called into an office in his prison, 
the California Men’s Colony in San 


Luis Obispo, because he was told 
his lawyer was going to phone back 
with an important message for 
him. Shortly after getting to the of¬ 
fice, the phone rang. It was Specter. 

“Have you heard the news?” 
Specter asked, cognizant that a 
story on Smith’s imminent release 
was in the Los Angeles Times that 
morning. 

“No,” Smith answered. 

“The court ruled yesterday,” 
the attorney said. “You’re coming 
home.” 

Although Specter initially said 
that the release could be delayed 
until Monday, Smith was later told 
to pack his belongings for release 
that same day. Just after 6 p.m. last 
Thursday, Smith walked out of the 
prison’s main gate. 

Just before the final sliding 
chain-linked fence closed, he said 
that he glanced behind him, to the 
left and right. He said that was an 
acknowledgment to the prisoners 
who had gathered at windows 
throughout the complex to watch 
him leave. ▼

I have a literature degree that 
continues to make my life a rich 
experience. I started by doing 
campus recruiting and still think 
it’s a very good way to gain some 
broad information about the large 
companies. Then you might move 
up to graduate level - like MBAs 
or RNs. Nurse recruiters are ex¬ 
tremely hot right now. Biotech 
and pharmaceuticals have a repu¬ 
tation for being recession-proof, 
and I know there’s action in those 


fields. High tech recruiting, how¬ 
ever, has taken a big hit. 

Some recruiters come up from 
staffing or temp agencies where 
they learn about assessing talent. 
More senior recruiters often have 
an industrial psychology back¬ 
ground. Either way, if you want to 
be in recruiting, you can’t be 
afraid of the phone. When I hire a 
recruiter, the phone interview is 
the most important part because 
that’s how they’ll be interacting 
with candidates. You have to be 
confident and quick on your feet. 
You have to be able to maintain a 
sense of urgency. Recruiting is not 


for someone who wants to hide 
out at their desk because you’re 
probably on the phone for 75 per¬ 
cent of your day.

A utumnal harvest rituals of 
ancient times involved 
multiple forms of celebrat¬ 
ing the bountiful fruits of the 
lands. Some of the more unusual 
forms of modern rural cele¬ 
bration take on various 
forms of competition that 
may seem remote and 
strange to the hip urban 
resident. 

Visiting my parents’

flatable toy. Some younger guys 
proudly lugged such prizes from 
exhibits to food stands, in between 
daring the few swirling, roaring 
rides. 

Take the hobby exhibits, where 
small showcases of 
collectibles revealed 
the pop culture sen¬ 
sitivities of locals. Two Lord 
of the Rings booths, with ac¬ 
tion figures, books and 
posters, showed that mythol¬ 
ogy and hobbits have 
fans even on hidden- 
away township roads. 

The boys of Future 
Farmers of America, 
whose blue corduroy 
jackets bearing the FFA logo suf¬ 
fered some derision from the 
more citified of students, were 
among my friends in the late 
1970s, partially due to their other 
horticultural skills far less appre¬ 
ciated in this more drug-leery 
town. But they were always gener¬ 
ous with their “produce” en route 
to an Aerosmith concert. 

Cookie monster 

The quaint and humble gets its 


moment of glory at such a fair, 
from pet rabbits dressed in doll 
costumes for a fashion show to 4- 
H booths displaying hand-sewn 
aprons and bluntly crafted furni¬ 
ture. 

One of the largest exhibits in¬ 
cluded over 75 ceramic cookie 
jars. The exhibitor, a soft-spoken 
lady, pointed out the first of the 
collection, a simple Amish jar, and 
the recent acquisitions, ranging 
from Sesame. Street characters to 
a little man on a John Deere trac¬ 
tor. 

When asked if she was familiar 
with the artist Andy Warhol, the 
elderly woman drew a blank. Re¬ 
fraining from my volley of Facto¬ 
ry knowledge, and his strange life 
and the media circus over his 
giant estate auction, I simply told 
the lady that he was a New York 
painter who collected cookie jars 
in his spare time, most of which 
sold for hundreds of dollars. In 
Ohio, understatement is the easi¬ 
est form of discretion. 

Strolling the fairgrounds with 
an old high school pal who dared 
to return home as a somewhat out 
teacher and church organist “I 
know, I’m a walking small town 
gay stereotype,” he camped, as we 
revved up our rural gaydar be¬ 
tween the passing glances from 
studly men and teenage boys. I 
noticed some friendly glances, but 
the guileless amiable friendliness 
received while shaking the cal- 
lused hand of a handsome cow¬ 
hand usually had no double 
meaning. People are just friendly. 

Despite having been profiled in 
my high school’s alumni newslet¬ 
ter a few months back, and having 
been agreeably outed for my writ¬ 
ing accomplishments, few old 
friends brought up “the gay 
thing.” One joked about asking for 
a Queer Eye makeover, but his 
Harley-Davidson cap and 
Carhartt garb were as fashionable 
as the faux-rural style in the Cas¬ 
tro. 

Cruising was understandably 
out of place, yet a few introduc¬ 
tions proved somewhat flirtatious, 
possibly due to my being with a 
former high school pal, now a 
somewhat-out gay local. Every 
handsome man and tough-look¬ 
ing woman made for later specu¬ 
lation. It seemed my old friend 
knew some stories, or my aura 
piqued the interest of a few local 
men. 

Nevertheless, I remained con¬ 
tent to admire their skills from 
afar, as they bravely auctioned off 
cattle they’d raised, groomed, and 
then parted with for $2 to $5 a 
pound. Even making hamburgers 
is a competition. 

Skillet go 

Despite being fertile grounds 
for a PETA protest, there’s some¬ 
thing so pure about these folk; the 
girls in spangled outfits and cow¬ 
boy hats, applying eye shadow to 
soften the snouts of their show 
horses. Shoe polish on hooves and 
a combed tail served as the nearest 
thing to a “makeover.” 

Other forms of domestic 
record-setting proved the whimsi¬ 
cal norm, from the baby race, 
where toddlers crawled 10 feet, 
haplessly unaware of the compet¬ 
itive nature their parents light- 
heartedly encouraged. Baked 
goods, canned preserves, and pro¬ 
duce displayed ribbons in various 
colors, proving that even pump¬ 
kins and peppers can be winners. 

My parents’ new neighbors’ 
tyke won first prize over 40 other 
diaper-clad racers. The winner 
needn’t remember such a pivotal 
Pampers moment. His dad caught 


it all on video. 

Mothers were the competitors 
in the amusing Skillet Toss. Har¬ 
ness racing, and the new addition 
of a small motocross race, brought 
captive audiences to the large 
grandstand, along with country- 
twinged musical acts. 

Farm competitions were more 
the mainstay of the events, 
though. The annual tractor pull 
brought farmers from all over the 
county. Vintage John Deeres and 
souped-up modern tractors 
hauled wheeled weights of 6,000 
to 12,000 pounds. Some younger 
competitors nearly popped wheel- 
ies as their engines roared, while 
the more traditional vehicles 
tugged along with less impressive 
power. 

The week culminated in a 
crash-bang smash-up fest known 
as the Demolition Derby. A small 
herd of junker cars banged into 
each other in a classic ritual of au¬ 
tomotive destruction. In a sort of 
mini-apocalyptic sacrificial ritual 
of survival of the fittest, the last 
car still running wins. 

The hilarious event proved 
popular, despite its contrary na¬ 
ture to the usual celebration of 
life, bittersweet animal sacrifice, 
and agricultural harvest. One 
night of Hurricane Isabel-induced 
rain didn’t deflect the amiable 
rural spirit of this autumnal rite.

Services Planning Council and 
health department. The funds 
have helped to cover its projected 
deficit for this year. 

“We have now funded nearly 
$440,000 of our original $650,000 
projected shortfall. 1 am confident 
that we can expand our program 
now and raise the additional 
$210,000 by year end,” said Smith. 

The news of the revised eligi¬ 
bility rules also comes on the one- 
year anniversary of Smith becom¬ 
ing AEF’s first executive director. 
The initial news last December of 
the revised rules made some ques¬ 
tion the validity of hiring Smith in 
the first place. 

But by bringing on a full-time 
director, the agency has been able 
to save close to $100,000. Smith 
made $97,000 in cuts upon enter¬ 
ing his job by taking on many 
tasks the agency previously out¬ 


sourced, like event planning, mail¬ 
ings, and an agency newsletter. 
And he negotiated a new lease for 
the agency, which cut AEF’s rent 
by half, saving nearly $30,000 a 
year. Smith was hired at an annu¬ 
al salary of $90,000. 

As the holidays approach, a 
time when many people make do¬ 
nations to local nonprofit agencies, 
Smith said he is hopeful the agency 
can raise the additional funds its 
needs, and for the first time in 
three years, not run a deficit. 

But he added, “the board is 
going forward even if we have to 
dip into our reserves. These are 
good guidelines for the foresee¬ 
able future. The board looks at 
this on an annual basis anyway.”

donations from both individuals 
and corporations fall off over the 
last year. While he did not give a 
dollar amount for how much the 
agency has lost, Sims said the 
agency did not meet any of its 
fundraising goals for the fiscal 
year that ended June 30. 

The agency, he said, receives 
43 percent of its budget from 
government funding and 57 per¬ 
cent from individuals. Since he 
took the helm of the agency, Sims 
said he has been evaluating the 
strengths and challenges at Shan¬ 
ti and said that review led him to 
propose the restructuring plan. 

“Clearly, one of the challenges is 
finances and fundraising. I believe 
by creating the new structure we 
created it will be a more sustainable 
structure,” said Sims. “There wasn’t 
any fat left because the organiza¬ 
tion has been working on a very 
thin margin for some years.” 

Depending on if the agency 
can increase its revenue flows, 
Sims said more pay cuts could be 
possible. 

“It is possible managers could 


take another month cut in pay,” he 
said. “I don’t believe we will need 
to reduce the size of the organiza¬ 
tion anymore. I am pretty confi¬ 
dent what we have done the last 
couple weeks is the upper limit of 
layoffs.” 

Though that may change if the 
agency’s upcoming fundraisers fall 
flat of expectations. The first event 
is Shanti’s seventh annual Ride for 
Life, a motorcycle ride which em¬ 
barks from San Francisco and 
ends in the Russian River. 

This year’s bike ride will depart 
at 9 a.m. on Saturday, October 11 
and finish at 1 p.m. at Fife’s Resort 
in Guerneville. Participants are 
asked to raise pledges and entry in 
the ride is $25 per person in ad¬ 
vance, $35 the day of the event. 

On Thursday, October 23 
Shanti will host “To Russia with 
Love,” its 29th annual awards gala. 
This year’s event is being chaired 
by the Consul General of Russia, 
Victor N. Lizun and his wife, Irina. 
The gala will feature fine caviar, 
champagne, and iced vodka.

off-ramp, and any solicitation on 
public transportation or in a park¬ 
ing lot. 

Hallinan said his office does 
prosecute such crimes. 

“I prosecute thousands and 
thousands of cases each year and 
we’re very successful,” he said. 

Harris said that if elected, she 
would work with Alameda Coun¬ 
ty officials to set up a task force on 
the homeless. 

“We have people who com¬ 
mute to San Francisco, quite 
frankly,” she said. “We need to rec¬ 
ognize and track those people so 
we can send them back. I would 
institute modern technology in 
that office.” 

Fazio spoke of his “legal triag¬ 
ing” program. Under the pro¬ 
gram, an assistant district attorney 
would be at the booking counter 
when someone is brought in to 
the jail. Those willing and eligible 
to participate in various diversion 
type programs would get out of 
the criminal justice system, while 
those left behind “will be prose¬ 
cuted,” he explained. 

Regarding his conviction rate, 
Hallinan said “Sure I have a low 
conviction rate, there are 3,000 
people on diversion. The police 
department sends all cases to the 
D.A. without discretion. I have 


brought my conviction rate up.” 

But Fazio was unimpressed. 

“We like to say we’re a tolerant 
city,” he said. “But the problem is 
when people’s conduct impinges 
on preventing you from enjoying 
your life. The D.A. has to act on it.” 

Harris said she would seek to 
improve relations with the SFPD. 

“The district attorney should 
sit down with the police depart¬ 
ment and be very clear about what 
charges will or won’t be filed. I’ll 
do that immediately,” she said. 

Just days after the forum, the 
San Francisco Chronicle reported 
that Harris had gone over the vol¬ 
untary spending cap that she had 
pledged to honor. This week, Hal¬ 
linan asked the state attorney gen¬ 
eral to review a complaint he re¬ 
ceived on the matter. In January, 
Harris signed a form saying she 
would abide by the $211,000 vol¬ 
untary cap. The Chronicle report¬ 
ed that last week, Harris’s cam¬ 
paign notified the city Ethics 
Commission that it had exceeded 
the spending limit by $89,000. 
Hallinan has accepted the spend¬ 
ing cap, while Fazio declined, the 
newspaper reported. Under the 
law, anyone who “knowingly or 
willfully” violates any provision of 
the campaign finance law could be 
convicted of a misdemeanor and 
fined up to $5,000. 

Harris’s campaign has main¬ 
tained the oversight was a mis¬

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Personal politics with playwright Saleem 


Middle East passion play 


by Richard Dodds 

W ith the politics of the Middle East at a high 
boil, playwright Saleem Azzouqa has been 
lowering the political heat in Salam 
Shalom ... A Tale of Passion. That passion is the love 
affair that develops between two men, an Israeli and 
a Palestinian, a story based on the playwright’s own 
experiences. 

“The original format had a lot of arguments 
about politics with the sexual tension mixed in,” said 
Saleem, who uses only his first name professionally. 
“People wanted to see more of the two men togeth¬ 
er. I tried to soften the play because the issue is al¬ 
ready heavy.” 

When Salam Shalom opens this weekend at the 
New Conservatory Theatre Center, it will be the sev¬ 
enth production for the play and the seventh time 
Saleem has co-starred as a closeted Palestinian who 
falls in love with a gay Israeli with no problems ex¬ 
pressing himself. 


The first performance of Salam Shalom was in 
1995, two years after Saleem and his real-life Israeli 
lover had parted. The play does take dramatic liber¬ 
ties with actual events; Saleem, for example, was al¬ 
ready out when he met Yaron Mizrahi at a party 
where he, Saleem, was performing as a belly dancer. 

“But my coming-out scene to my father is almost 
word for word,” Saleem said. “I also got married for 
one year under family pressure before I came out. 
So a lot of the characters are reflections of people in 
my life/’ 

Saleem, officially a citizen of Jordan, was born 
and reared in Saudi Arabia, though both his parents 
are Palestinian. He arrived in the United States in 
1986, received an MBA from Colorado State, and 
eventually settled in Los Angeles, where he tried to 
find work as an actor. 

“I’m not a headshot-and-resume guy. It didn’t 
work for me,” he said. “I’d go to an audition for Mid¬ 
dle Eastern roles and they’d go, ‘You don’t look Mid¬ 
dle Eastern.’ And I’d go for American roles and

Rustic life 

Our opera critic was indis¬ 
posed last week, so Out There at¬ 
tended a performance of San 
Francisco Opera’s Cavalleria rus- 
ticana and Pagliacci in her stead 
(don’t worry; she’ll be back for 
Barber). Now, we know some 
opera queens who refer to this 
oft-staged double bill of 
one-act operas as Ham 
V Eggs, but being big 
fans of Italian verismo 
opera (and so weary of 
Germans in black 

trenchcoats), we ate ’em 
both up, with relish. 

Not even such 

time-honored sta¬ 
ples of warhorse 
programming es¬ 
cape controversy in 
the highly opinionated opera 
community. The first presenta¬ 
tions of the Easter procession in 
the Jean-Pierre Ponnelle-de- 
signed Cav found a penitent lug¬ 
ging a cross down the church 
steps, surrounded by religious fa¬ 
natics flagellating themselves 
bloody and silly. This conceit led 
to screaming fits between Pon- 
nelle and then-General Director 
Kurt Herbert Adler before the 
production’s premiere in 1976. 
The flagellants have since been re¬ 
moved, and more’s the pity. 

Also, spurned Sicilian damsel 
Santuzza trudges through the 
whole melodrama with a pillow 
stuffed under her blouse to imply 
that she is pregnant. Though 
nothing in the libretto (or 
Mascagni’s score) supports this 
Ponnellism, soprano Andrea 


Gruber dutifully put on the 
poundage for director Vera Lucia 
Calabria’s reconstruction. Ac¬ 
cording to one opera maven, the 
late diva Leonie Rysanek, when 
asked to play the part preggers, re¬ 
fused and walked out. Another 
o.m. sniffed that she was simply 
not up to the role. We missed the 
whips. 

Wholly Jesus 

The very next 
night, we attended 
the opening of anoth¬ 
er musical spectacle, 
Tim Rice and Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s classic 
Jesus Christ Su¬ 
perstar, at the Or- 
pheum Theatre 
through October 
19. The score for this 
1971 rock opera has stood the test 
of time; unfortunately, the current 
Best of Broadway production suf¬ 
fers a crisis of vision that it never 
fully resolves. All of the acolytes 
are either pumped-up buffsters or 
look like they’ve just escaped the 
cast of Rent: okay, you think, so 
this is JCS staged as a contempo¬ 
rary updating for the Age of Ah- 
nold. But then, in the “Jesus, can 
you heal me” number, the chorus 
has bandages hanging around 
their scalps like mummies, in the 
dreariest possible literal interpre¬ 
tation. So which is it? 

There’s a lot of show-biz sizzle 
to this Superstar. In a failure of 
imagination, the final chorus is 
sung by a trio of vamps in red 
vinyl bustierres and fishnets. Must 
all of musical theatre now be 
staged a la Bob Fosse? Mary 


Magdalene (Natalie Toro) gig¬ 
gled through a verse of “Every¬ 
thing’s Alright,” possibly because 
Jesus (Eric Kunze), his back to 
the audience, was making funny 
faces at her. JC himself looked 
more like Charles Manson than 
a nice Jewish boy from Galilee, 
throwing the whole culty aspect of 
the story into high relief.

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Thursday’s child 

Playwright Adam Bock returns to SF

ith each of his plays, 

1 |j§ Adam Bock likes to set up 

> f a technical challenge for 
himself. With Thursday, opening 
this weekend at the Thick House, 
it was the decision to forego the 
theatrical staple of the mono¬ 
logue. 

“It’s got 27 scenes, so it’s really 
fast,” Bock said. “I’ve always want¬ 
ed to look at how physicality is 
language, too. Not having mono¬ 
logues makes the whole thing 
kind of flutter.” 

A pair of related stories about 
rejected people drives the action 
of Thursday. There is Pete, hoping 
to get back with his ex-boyfriend, 
and Marcie, a former TV star who 
returns without glory to her 
hometown. 

“Pete is a kind of dopey gay 
guy who’s sad and upset and 
angry that he doesn’t have a 
boyfriend anymore 
Bock said. “He’s not Jack 
on Will & Grace!' 

Even so, Bock said it 
was his intent to write a 
comedy. “It’s lighter than 
Five Flights," he said of 
his previous (and well- 
received) collaboration 
with director Kent 
Nicholson and En¬ 
core Theatre Com¬ 
pany. “In this, I’m 
writing about the smaller things. I 
find drama in the minutiae.” 

The success of Five Flights 
helped open doors when he relo¬ 
cated to New York last year. “I have 
an agent now with William Mor¬ 
ris. Playwrights Horizon gave me 
$10,000 for a commission,” he 
said. “They’re nice to me there, 
and it’s because of here.” 

“Here” is San Francisco, where 
the Canadian settled in 1997, he 
has said, to get comfortable with 
being a gay man. With that appar¬ 
ently accomplished, Bock began 
contemplating a career move to 
New York, Los Angeles, or London 
when he fell in love with a New 
York actor, answering the reloca¬ 
tion question. 

But Bock, 41, is single again. “It 
was a little overwhelming,” he 
said. “A new city, a new 
boyfriend.” 

While the romance that lured 
him to New York has waned, Bock 
feels the professional need to re¬ 
main for a year or two before re¬ 
turning to SF. “I’m not complete¬ 
ly sold on New York, but I’m still

making contacts, and there are 
people I want to work with,” he 
said. “But the experience of work¬ 
ing on Thursday reminds me of 
why I like San Francisco so much. 
It’s the sense of home.” 

Even if he doesn’t 
soon return as a resi¬ 
dent, Bock will contin¬ 
ue to be represented on 
Bay Area stages. He’s 
talking to Shotgun 
Players, which present¬ 
ed his Swimming in the 
Shallows, about a new 
collaboration. And 
Encore is planning 
its third Bock pro¬ 
duction, either The 
Typographer's Dream (which 
earned a positive if quizzical re¬ 
view in The New York Times) or a 
new play titled The Thugs, about 
an office populated with temps 
who fear the building is under 
siege. “It’s a little bit of a response 
to Iraq,” Bock said. 

Encore is also planning to re¬ 
vive Five Flights in New York in 
January as a co-production with 
the Rattlestick Theatre. “That pro¬ 
duction,” Bock said, “will let me 
know where I stand in New York.”

Girl with a Pearl Earring He 

was 28 and starting to make the 
big bucks. He had a patron and a 
busy household run by the 
women in his life. About 40 of Jo¬ 
hannes Vermeer’s paintings still 
exist. Steven Spielberg would be 
pretty happy if the same could be 
said of his oeuvre four centuries 
from now. “Girl with a Pearl Ear¬ 
ring” is one of the most erotically 
charged of all Vermeer’s composi¬ 
tions, and Peter Webber’s startling 
new film puts us in the room 
where the painter (Colin Firth) 
takes subtle liberties with his 
model. Griet (Scarlett Johansson), 
a girl not yet out of her teens, with 
instincts both pious and sensual, 
desperately wants to please and 
learn from Vermeer while not be¬ 
traying her sense of herself and 
her mistress (Vermeer’s wife), the 
earring’s owner. Webber gets ex¬ 
traordinary performances from 
Johansson and Firth, who teases as 
to whether his Vermeer is the 
artist as adulterer or pussy- 
whipped patriarch. 

Filmmaker Webber has as 
many layers in his perfectly-lensed 
drama (cinematographer Eduar¬ 
do Serra shoots every frame like a 
Dutch Master) as Vermeer pro¬ 
duced on his canvas. Is Girl an 
erotically charged argument on 
the intercourse between art, com¬ 
merce and the human soul, or a 
discrete exercise in high-minded 
pornography? As young Griet 
frets over her role in Vermeer’s hu¬ 
miliation of his wife, an old dowa¬ 
ger whispers, “Don’t be upset. 
They’re just pictures made for 
money. They mean nothing.”

The Barbarian Invasions Que¬ 
bec veteran Denys Arcand has 
great fun at the expense of Cana¬ 
da’s beleaguered national health 
care system as he portrays the last 
days of a Dionysian college pro¬ 
fessor whose “body of work” con¬ 
sists mostly of young women he 
has bedded. Among Remy’s re¬ 
grets are soured relations with his 
London-based stockbroker son. 
The arc of their relationship lies at 
the core of this story. The long- 
awaited sequel to Arcand’s Decline 
of the American Empire revisits its

Shattered Glass This emotional¬ 
ly taut docudrama might be called 
the Anti-Christ version of All- the 
President’s Men. A handsome but 
emotionally slippery young man, 
Stephen Glass (Hayden Chris¬ 
tensen), infiltrates the newsroom 
of a small Washington-based jour¬ 
nal of opinion. Soon his very pop 
articles are creating a buzz, and a 
journal that once regarded itself as 
“the in-flight magazine on Air 
Force One” briefly veers towards 
being - a kind of Rolling Stone for 
policy wonks. 

Disaster hits when it becomes 
clear that as many as 27 of Glass’ 
41 articles written for The New Re¬ 
public were based on misleading or 
totally fabricated reporting. The 
highlight of the film is the tense 
showdown between Glass and the 
editor (Peter Sarsgaard) who tries 
desperately to save his magazine’s 
reputation in the cut-throat world 
of Washington think tanks. First¬ 
time writer/director Billy Ray elic¬ 
its performances from both leads

Jp|| lympia Dukakis, as you’ve 
' ' never imagined her, was 

chatting away with fans in 
Manhattan’s Broadway Screening 
Room the other day: her straight 
blonde tresses hitting her shoul¬ 
ders, her dress slinky black, and 
her shoes open-toed. The Oscar- 
winning actress was the very defi¬ 
nition of svelte. 

So how come the first image of 
Olympia to appear in our heads is 
as Rose Castorini, Cher’s mom in 
Moonstruck (1987)? And why isn’t 
she getting those slightly older 
siren parts? When I got her alone, 
I asked her that, point-blank. 

“First of all,” Olympia purred 
forcefully, “everyone thinks I am 
older than I am because of what I 
look like mostly on the screen, and 
those are the parts I get. So people 
ask, ‘Why do you take those parts?’ 
Why do I take those parts? They’re 
good parts. They pay me.” 

Those good parts have often 


included pro-gay stances. She was 
the mother of a pre-op transsexu¬ 
al in Jeffrey (1995), and she herself 
became everyone’s favorite post- 
op transsexual, Anna Madrigal, in 
the TV adaptations of Tales of the 
City{ 1993); More Tales of the City 
(1998); Further Tales of the City 
(2001); and next year, she resusci¬ 
tates the character yet again for 
Babycakes. 

Olympia also raises money to 
combat AIDS with such organiza¬ 
tions as Broadway Bares, and she’s 
always willing to speak out for gay 
rights. 

“And I will continue to,” she 
avows. “Why? First of all, I have a 
lot of friends that I’ve loved deeply 
and had wonderful times with, 
and a number of them are gone. 
But I don’t know if that’s why.” 
She hesitates for a second. “I real¬ 
ly care about people, supporting 
people who are getting a lot of flak 
about being different. I really feel 
that our intolerance of differences 
is a cancer here in this country. 
Whether we can’t tolerate some¬ 


body’s skin, someone’s sexuality, 
someone’s religion, someone’s po¬ 
litical point of view, that really 
troubles me. So when I get an op¬ 
portunity to do something about 
it, to lend my name to it, I do it. 

“Listen!” she adds. “I can’t say 
that it’s something I get up every 
day and think about. I don’t. 
Mostly I think about my work and 
my family. But I find that on a 
very personal level, and on a po¬ 
litical level, and a national or so¬ 
cial or whatever-you-will level, 
this is one of the hardest things for 
us as a country to dialogue about. 
The intolerance is staggering. 
Sometimes it’s really painful to 
observe and to hear about.” 

Buzz alert 

In Thom Fitzgerald’s The 
Event, Olympia has given yet an¬ 
other pro-gay performance, which 
is already eliciting an Oscar buzz 
according to The New York Times. 
As Lila, she plays a supportive 
New York mom whose gay son 
Matt (Don McKellar) has been

living contentedly, more or less, 
with AIDS for over seven years. 
But when his drug cocktails stop 
working and his condition wors¬ 
ens, he decides to throw a suicide 
party for himself — and what a 
party it is! 

Lila’s final bedroom scene with 
Matt is a five-hanky moment: 
honest, devastating and simulta¬ 
neously uplifting. But this was a 
scene that Olympia knew before 
she read the screenplay. 

“Oh, I knew people did that 
before the film,” she admits. “In 
this particular part, it was really 
clear to me that this woman did 
not live with contradictions about 
[helping him commit suicide]. It 
was real clear to her. She loved her 
son, and if this is what he wanted, 
that’s what she would do. She did¬ 
n’t feel the need to demonstrate 
emotion; she just felt the need to 
do for her son. That’s what it 
seemed to me. 

“You know, the shoot was a 
difficult one,” Olympia continues. 
“This was the first film to shoot in 
lower Manhattan after 9/11. So 
people were fabulous. People were 
very glad to see us.” 

But what about the drag 
queens on the set? After playing 
Anna Madrigal for so long, did 
she offer them any hints? 

“Oh, no! Are you kidding?” 
Olympia laughs. “Don’t you dare 
give them any advice. They know 
more about makeup and hair and 
creating beauty than I’ll ever 
know. They’re amazing.” 

As is Olympia, whose new 
book is entitled Ask Me Again To¬ 
morrow: A Life in Progress. And 
since she was in such a good 
mood, she shared some items with 
us that were not in the text. For in¬ 
stance, Moonstruck is being made 
into a musical, and “by the way, 
Nicolas Cage didn’t have a happy 
time doing that film.” 

But what about when she was 
in Lilith (1964), did she get it on 
with the lead? “No, I never had an 
affair with Warren Beatty,” she 
laughs. “My book is not so much a 
kiss-and-tell. It’s an effort to de¬ 
fine myself.” 

What about Richard Cham¬ 
berlain, when she guested on Dr. 
Kildare in 1962? “He didn’t make a 
pass at me, and I had no idea he 
was gay. It was my first television 
show, and I was involved in doing 
it and trying to deal with that very 
mean man, Raymond Massey.” 

As for fond memories of San 
Francisco? “Are you kidding?” she 
gushes. “I’m going back. I’m going 
back this spring to be in a play at 
ACT called The Mother. Maxim 
Gorky. It’s a remake of a play he 
wrote. I’m really excited.” So are 
we. T

John Sayles''Casa die los Babys' has a housewarming party

ears ago, the solidly muscu¬ 
lar director/writer John 
Sayles was awarded the 
John D. MacArthur Award for 
being a genius in his chosen field, 
cinema. Fans of Eight Men Out, 
Sunshine State, Men with Guns, 
Matewan, and 1982’s lesbian clas¬ 
sic Lianna can all applaud that 
rightful honor. 

Now Sayles has completed his 
14th film, Casa de los Babys. Six 
women in an unnamed South-of- 
the-Border country are lodged in 
a hotel run by acerbic, pitiless 
Senora Munoz (Rita Moreno). 
Each desperate American is trying 
to adopt an infant to bring back to 
the States. Each is a mess, or, as 
one waiter notes, “They want to be 
mothers, and they can’t even take 
care of themselves.” 

But the stars playing these frag¬ 
ile gals certainly can. Just imagine 
the cast of The Women fighting 
their biological clocks. The es¬ 
timable troupe includes Mary 
Steenburgen, Maggie Gyllenhaal, 
Daryl Hannah, Marcia Gay Hard¬ 
en, Susan Lynch, and Lili Taylor as 
the possibly lesbian, bitchy, Jew¬ 
ish, unmarried, New York-based 
gal working in the publishing 
field. 

So, is Lili’s Leslie that way?The 
other gals argue the possibility 
back and forth. One even admir¬ 
ingly notes: “If she is a lesbian, she 
won’t have to worry. They have it 
all organized.” Motherhood, that 
is. 

To find out the truth on the 
matter, I sat down with Sayles, 
Taylor and Harden in a Manhat¬ 
tan hotel, one at a time, to chat 
about Leslie, Casa, and her “gay” 
past. 

Lili, best known now for her 
straight role on Six Feet Under, has 
played gay before. Gaudi After¬ 
noon (2001), Julie Johnson (2001), 
Mrs. Parker and the Vicious Circle 
(1994), and I Shot Andy Warhol 
(1996) are her most overt takes, 
winning Taylor a cult queer fol¬ 
lowing. Is she aware of her same- 
sex fan base? 

“Sometimes, yeah,” the petite 
actress admits, smiling. “Some¬ 
times I realize it, like at the Berlin 
Film Festival. At the Teddy Award 
ceremony. There I was with all 
these great gays and lesbians, and 
that’s when I was like, ‘Oh, I think 
I’ve done some movies that they 
like.’ But I try not to think about 
myself too much. Do you know 
what I mean? I try not to read 
stuff about what I’ve done so I 
don’t get to be a big deal to myself. 
Do you know what I’m saying?” 

I nod, and note how toned her 
arms are. 

“I’m blessed,” Lili admits. “I’m 
blessed with low body-fat. Don’t 
kill me. I’ve got low body-fat, and 
I got some muscles. They come in 
handy when you gotta move fur¬ 
niture by yourself, so I have no 
problem with this.” 

As for her character Leslie 
being queer? 

“I don’t think so,” Taylor ex¬ 
plains. “Her relationships haven’t 
been very positive, and that’s 
where the ambiguity is coming 
from, as opposed to her being bi¬ 
sexual.” 

Just do it 

Sayles is no more certain, and 
he wrote the screenplay. “You 
know, I don’t know. That was 
something I didn’t put in her 
character’s bio,” he says. “I think

she’s not, as far as the way Lili was 
playing her. I think Lili decided 
Leslie is somebody who’s just had 
it with men, really has decided 
they’re wasting her time. ‘Mr. 
Right isn’t going to come along. I 
want to have a kid. I don’t want to 
be 40 when I have one. I’m going 
to do it now, and then whomever 
I do meet, they will have to deal 
with that.’” 

Sayles does admit that he 
brought up the gay dialogue to 
make people aware of gay adop¬ 
tion, and to show how his charac¬ 
ters would react to having a les¬ 
bian among themselves. 

“The women probably have a 
range of caring and not caring, 
like the general population,” 
Sayles explains. “I just wanted the 
audience to have the same reac¬ 
tion as the characters do, which is 
a moment of wondering if it 
makes a difference at all.” 

As for his groundbreaking les¬ 
bian classic, any memories? 

Sayles does have memories: 
“When we made Lianna, which 
was about a woman who realizes 
she’s gay and loses her children for 
a while, the people who had the 
most trouble with it were young 
married women with children. 
They just could not deal with the 
idea that you would ever jeopar¬ 
dize your children’s every moment 
of happiness for something about 
yourself. These were American 
women of a certain class. 

“Women whose kids were 12 
or older didn’t have that prob¬ 
lem,” he laughs. “Maybe they’d ex¬ 
perienced a divorce or something 
like that: ‘Oh, yeah, I can see 
someone doing that.’” 

Abhor her 

Someone everyone will adore 
disliking is Oscar winner Marcia 
Gay Harden’s racist, homophobic, 
kleptomaniac Nan. 

Harden, a lovely vision en¬ 
hanced by a pair of diamond ear¬ 
rings she’s borrowed for the day, 
notes gleefully how she loves act¬ 
ing. “I’m going to work until I’m 
80 or 90. Yes, I’ll continue to work 
when I’m an old lady. Thank God 
for push-up bras.” 

As for Sayles: “John’s films are 
really, really personal. He has a 
personal rhythm in them. Even in 
terms of the cuts. You have to lis¬ 
ten, and you have to be interested 
in the characters and attach your¬ 
selves. Also, his pacing is different. 
He’s not a snap-snap-snap-crack- 
le-pop-pace person. He allows you 
into the life and breath of the 
characters, and if a person can’t 
allow themselves to relax enough 
to go there, it can be tough. 


“You know, John would be 
great to go on a hike with,” she 
adds. “You know what I mean? 
Him leading the hike. Well, he has 
the shorts for it anyway, we all 
know. He wears the same khaki 
shorts every day. He’s like Thore- 
au.” 

Not sure where Marcia is head¬ 
ing, I ask her about her role in the 
off-the-wall Gaudi Afternoon, 
which is now on DVD. 

Changing her voice to a very 
sultry, breathy one and batting her 
eyes, she replies: “That character 
was a transsexual man, a gay man 
changed into a woman. It was 
such a fabulous character. It was 
so out there, I did a lot of study for 
it. I was in Toronto, and they have 
this institute there where they do 
the sex changes. I met a woman 
who had been through it, and 
everything she said was very mod¬ 
ulated. It was a lot of work. You 
began to understand not just the 
psyche but the physicality of it all. 
It was really interesting, and real¬ 
ly fun. A blast.” 

A blast is also a way to describe 
her Nan, the most enjoyable per¬ 
son to hate gays in the cinema in 
quite a while. Equally merry is the 
Casa de los Babys soundtrack. 
With music by Ruben Blades, Los 
Panchos, Los Zafiros and even the 
great Rita Moreno, this CD will do 
for your sex life what Casa de los 
Babys does for your mind. Stimu¬ 
late it. T

SF's mighty roots-rock band at the Eagle

1 don’t remember which song 
I lead ing vocalist Sean Mylett 

was belting out at the Eagle 
Tavern last Thursday (my 50th 
birthday!) when I realized he was 
super hot. He’s beefy, a bit bearish, 
no spring chicken, but definitely 
still influenced by punk, clearly a 
seasoned musician at the height of 
his creative powers, and dynamite 
to watch, his head rolling around 
on his broad shoulders as though 
it were a tetherball, batted back 
and forth by each burst of Mylett’s 
explosive delivery. All of which 
turned me on, plus the beers 
helped. 

Now, I know I’m supposed to 
write about the music and not 
myself, but hey, it was my birth¬ 
day, so I invited a bunch of 
friends along to hear the band, 
and several of them even stayed 
around late enough to hear ing 
play after two other bands. My co¬ 
terie of friends is small but fierce. 
They totally rock. So there we 
were hanging out at the bar, dig¬ 
ging ing at the top of their form 
as they celebrate the release of 
their new album Stagger and Bel¬ 
ligerence (Heyday Records), when 
my famous photographer friend 
Mike Light (Ranch, Full Moon, 
100 Suns), who’s more than a 


decade younger than me, leaned 
back on his stool, nearly plopping 
himself in my lap, to advise me 
that what makes Mylett so hot is 
his “vulnerability.” 

Ah, the legendary gentleness of 
bears. Mike hit it right on. Here’s 
this “manly man,” Mylett, rocking 
out as furiously as any of his rock 
forebears, and even in the midst of 
the band’s rowdiest, kick-ass 
songs, you could sense the guy’s 
open, loving heart, with maybe 
some yearning tossed in. 

I’ll get to the songs in a mo¬ 
ment — all were perfectly bril¬ 
liant, and vice versa — but every¬ 
thing has a context, and in this 
case ing — consisting of Mylett 
on vocals and guitars, Mark 
Smotroff on lead guitars and 
backing vocals, Ty Gerhardt on 
electric bass, and Liam Hart on 
drums — was playing to the usual 
unusual Thursday night Eagle 
'tavern crowd at Folsom Street 
Fair time, plus moi and friends, 
and if you’ve hung at the Eagle at 
all, you know how unusual I 
mean: there were the Eagle regu¬ 
lars, perched on their stools as 
though they’d been there since 
Gold Rush days, alternately 
watching the band, the crowd, and 
the dick images on the video 
screens overhead; the rock ’n’ roll 
groupies, who flock to the bar on 
Thursday nights to hear great 


bands in a friendly pub setting; 
the leather crowd whooping it up 
on the patio, with Leather Masters 
offering public spankings to raise 
funds for charity, and an endless 
line of guys eagerly offering their 
bare bottoms for a bruising; the 
bartenders pouring drinks effi¬ 
ciently, accustomed to the fast 
pace, always keeping their calm; 
Sister Kitty Catalyst working the 
crowd, running around in her 
freaky habit, promoting “Healthy 
Penis” syphilis testing, as someone 
in a dick costume traipsed among 
the leathermen as though in Dis¬ 
neyland; transman Fudgie Frot- 
tage, out of drag, flitting through 
the room, few recognizing him 
immediately because he wasn’t 
flashing pecs or flaunting a dildo; 
Larry-bob of Holy Titclamps fame 
studiously taking notes as the hot, 
punk, warm-up band The Ex 
Boyfriends played; Jon Ginoli of 
Pansy Division just hanging out, 
taking it all in; and goodness 
knows who all else, all rounded 
out by my little gang of writers, 
yogis, potheads, artists, and what¬ 
not, temporarily caught up in the 
thrill of it all. 

Pop appeal 

This completely unpretentious 
bar, filled with oddities yet solidly 
down to earth, was precisely 
where I wanted to be on my 50th, 
especially to hear ing. In the mold 
of R.E.M., ing is a band with a 
tight, driving sound perfect for lis¬ 
tening to while flying in a con¬ 
vertible across the open road, or 
live in a dive bar in Athens, Geor¬ 
gia, or in a big stadium in Chica¬ 
go, LA or Amsterdam; it’s got 
enormous pop appeal, fronted by 
a singer whose distinctive, often 
plaintive voice draws you in, 
moves you in and out of emo¬ 
tions, and raises goosebumps on 
your skin, especially when Mylett 
hits his pure, sweet falsettos. The 
band is snappy but not gimmicky, 
with song lyrics that are true po¬ 
etry, exploring universal themes 
made personal and touching 
through a combination of heart¬ 
felt delivery, enough obscurity in 
meanings to keep you pondering 
their intent, and that passionate, 
vulnerable delivery of Mylett’s, 
which absolutely soars on the new 
album’s sure-fire hit single, “Not 
Dead, Not Dying,” a powerful 
song that bounces back and forth 
between despair and hope, with

the refrain: “Not dead, not dying/ 
But not for trying/ There’s no 
denying/ And I’m tired of lying 
(lying to myself).” You just can’t 
squeeze more emotion out of a 
phrase than Mylett does. He 
makes you feel his pain. 

Ing is tight, which means all its 
parts work in tandem, in this case 


to perfection. Rock journalists and 
fans alike will have mighty plea¬ 
sure poking through the lyrics, 
probing the lives of these musi¬ 
cians. A great band has been re¬ 
born in San Francisco. T

they’d say, ‘But you have an ac¬ 
cent.’ That’s one of the reasons I 
started writing, so I could act.” 

Saleem, 42, says he hasn’t pub¬ 
lished any of his plays because he 
likes to keep them loose. “I believe 
a writer’s work should always be a 
work in progress,” he said. “Be¬ 
sides, I could pull off playing a 
graduate student eight years ago, 
but I couldn’t do that now. So now 
he is a visiting professor.” 

San Francisco director Mike 
Ward also suggested some changes 
that Saleem was happy to incor¬ 
porate into the play for the NCTC 
production. Not that there can’t 
be flares of conflict when an actor 
is also the playwright. 

“I have my own standards, and 
that’s why I sometimes go through 
a lot of friction,” Saleem said. 
“Whether I like it or not, I’m al¬ 
ways like a watchdog because I 
want to make sure the authentici¬ 
ty of the play is there.” 

He had hoped Salam Shalom 
would bring him to San Francisco 
several years ago. “Ed Decker 
[NCTC’s artistic director] said the 
time was not right, and I also gave 
it to Theatre Rhinoceros, and 
they said the play was not gay 
enough for them. I mean, the play 
is about a gay relationship, but it’s 
not only about that. I’ve heard 
people say that it’s the first time 
they’ve seen Palestinians and Is¬ 
raelis act like human beings with 
emotions.” 

Saleem followed up Salam 
Shalom with two more autobio¬ 
graphical plays that he is now con¬ 
solidating into one. “The new one 
is called The American in Me, no 
pun intended. It’s about the per¬ 
sonal revelations of an Arab Mus¬ 
lim gay immigrant who comes to

America to seek a new life.” 

Part of that new life, of course, 
was coming out and discovering 
love. The lover whom Saleem 
writes about in Salam Shalom re¬ 
turned to Israel after their split, 
and while he knows about the 
play, he has never seen it. 

“That would scare the shit out 
of me,” Saleem said. “But every 
time I put on the play I send him 
a postcard saying, maybe we split, 
but look, something good came of 
it.” ▼

'Prey for Rock 'n' Roll' & 'School of Rock'

"J % ock musicals go in and out 
If jf of vogue, but currently you 
$ ll can enjoy a really good one 
from the makers of the last good 
one, Alex Steyermark and Steven 
Trask of Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch. 

Gina Gershon has already 
launched a cult or two. In Bound, 
the Wachowski Brothers’ violent 
lezzies-on-the-lam fantasy, Ger¬ 
shon and Jennifer Tilly scheme to 
deprive a gangster of a suitcase 
stuffed with $2 million. In Show¬ 
girls, Paul Verhoeven’s widely 
panned ode to Las Vegas lap- 
dancers, Gershon managed to sur¬ 
vive with her dignity and dyke 
icon status intact. Now Gershon 
has pulled off the equally remark¬ 
able feat of fronting an all-girl 
rock movie. Prey for Rock V Roll 
is the story of four women musi¬ 
cians who took a bit too seriously 
Neil Young’s advice, “It’s better to 
burn out than it is to rust.” 

Gershon’s Jacki is the hard-bit¬ 
ten, foul-mouthed lead 
singer/writer of Clamdandy, a 
chick punk band that has played 
the LA club scene for more than a 
decade without ever sniffing suc¬ 
cess or bringing home a decent 
night’s pay. Jacki once promised 
herself that she would quit this 
circus if she hadn’t made it by the 
time she turned 40. Now, as the 
dreaded birthday approaches, 
Jacki takes a very hard look in the 
mirror. “Tonight, we made $ 13.50 
each, not even enough to support 
my eyeliner habit. I’m a 40-year- 
old woman chasing a teenage 
dream.” 

Prey for Rock V Roll does have 
a dream cast: besides Gershon, 
Drea De Matteo ( The Sopranos ) 
plays the perpetually stoned 
bassist Tracy, whose boyfriend 
from Hell steals from her wallet 
when he isn’t acting out rape fan¬ 
tasies on her body; and Lori Petty 
( Relax... It’s Just Sex) does a plucky 
turn as lead guitarist Faith, who 
supports her band habit by giving 
music lessons to valley-girl 
wannabes. 

The film is based on the adven¬ 
tures of rock artist Cheri Lovedog, 
whose band Lovedog spent the 
’80s opening for groups like Jane’s 
Addiction, Hole and L7 in small, 
gin-soaked clubs along the Sunset 
Strip. Not surprisingly, the music 
gets to star: a dozen of Lovedog’s 
songs are given pulsating live per¬ 
formances for the screen by a 


band featuring Gershon, Sara Lee, 
Stephen Trask and Lovedog her¬ 
self on guitar. A jokey version of 
“Hooked on a Feeling” is both a 
defiant thumb in the eye of cover 
bands and good fun. 

The sex is mostly bad sex, for 
the characters that is, but enter¬ 
taining to watch. Gershon has a 
rip-snorting girl-on-girl scene 
with Shakara Ledard that is coitus 
interrupted by a phone call. The 
scene manages to sizzle even with¬ 
out the technical advice that Susie 
Bright supplied on Bound. 

Equally authentic but more de¬ 
pressing are the scenes that point 
out how much rock remains a 
male club. The girl-on-boy scenes 
are also believably dark: Tracy’s 
mess of a bad bad boy gets his just 
desserts in a sequence that may 
shock and amuse. Jacki is given her 
own fantasy of a good bad boy (a 
character named Animal, fresh out 
of the state pen for killing his step¬ 
father while the latter was raping 
his sister). In real life, the bad bad 
boy and the good bad boy would 
most likely be the same guy, but 
even rock ’n’ roll has to have some 
myths to live by. Opens Friday. 

Samurai substitute 

Jack Black has spent a short if 
joyous career reviving the physical 
screen antics of the late John 
Belushi. In his latest comedy, 
School of Rock (written by and co- 
starring openly gay writer Mike 
White), Black impersonates 
Dewey Finn, a substitute teacher 
at a snooty private elementary 


school who sets his own curricu¬ 
lum. Dewey, in effect, takes a class 
of bright fifth-graders hostage for 
a semester by promising some¬ 
thing better than candy: total free¬ 
dom to rehearse for a rock band 
that has a chance to win a local 
battle of the bands. 

Black, whose eyebrows alone 
can entertain more fully than the 
entire repertoire of body parts 
from lesser performers, here 
demonstrates what a really funny 
actor can do working with a di¬ 
rector (Richard Linklater, whose 
Dazed and Confused was the best 
youth comedy of the ’90s) who 
understands kids and knows when 
less is more. 

An illustration of the Black at¬ 
tack comes in the scene where 
Dewey meets the class for the first 
time. “I’m hungover. Anybody 
know what that means?” 

“You’re drunk?” 

“No. It means I was drunk yes¬ 
terday.” 

Dewey never backs down, but 
subtly the character grows, and by 
the end he’s actually become a 
good teacher. 

School of Rock really rocks 
when it’s just Dewey and the kids. 
Opportunities to reach even 
greater comic heights were squan¬ 
dered in the set-up story for the 
film. But since we live with the 
knowledge that there will be no 
sequels to Animal House, The 
Blues Brothers or Samurai Deli¬ 
catessen, School of Rock is a rather 
nice consolation prize. Opens Fri¬ 
day. T

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Teasing with Thielemann 

'A Hem's Life / a fantasy from 'Frau' on disc

f hile the wait continues 
Iji.; for an opera recording by 
one of today’s best opera 
conductors, Christian Thiele¬ 
mann (his DVD of Strauss’ Ara¬ 
bella is all we have so far), his 
company, DG, keeps tantalizing us 
with Thielemann CDs that let 
opera show ankle but little more 
before they ring down the curtain. 
Its latest, of Richard Strauss’ Ein 
Heldenleben and his rarely heard 
Symphonic Fantasy from Die Frau 
ohne Schatten, veritably defines 
tease. 

The blandishments of 
Bangkok’s opera season notwith¬ 
standing (this year, two Hungari¬ 
an State Opera performances each 
of Turandot and Tosca, a tawdry 
week that at least was not market¬ 
ed as a Puccini Festival), I do oc¬ 
casionally feel an eastward tilt. 
The two productions that came 
closest to getting me back on 
George Bush’s turf last year both 
hailed from Bush’s European axis 
of evil: SF Opera’s Saint Francois 
d’Assise (modern French Catholic 
music!) and the Met’s new pro¬ 
duction of Frau (Nazi music fea¬ 
turing the plaintive voices of un¬ 


born children!) 

The latter had Thielemann in 
the pit, and I hoped that his romp 
through the Symphonische Fan- 
tasie aus Die Frau ohne Schatten, 
Strauss’ 1947 medley of tunes 
from what an increasing number 
of people regard as his greatest 
opera, would be my consolation 
prize for missing (deliberately, in 
the end) both. But the most I can 
say about it, and its bigger-boned 
partner on this live recording with 
the Vienna Philharmonic, is that 
I’m glad to have heard them. No 
other living conductor has as 
complete a feel for Strauss as does 
Thielemann, and it’s hard not to 
drool listening to music-making 
as sensuous yet pellucid as this. So 
I drooled, and relished my time 
with music that did not set out to 
(and didn’t) improve me. 

Thielemann comments that he 
regrets that the composer didn’t 
throw more of the Act II scene- 
change music into this already 
overripe Fantasy, but I wager that 
what most Frau fanatics will miss 
more -is the imperial couple, who 
are — there is no other way to say 
it — overshadowed by their hum¬ 
bler, earthly counterparts. The 
major themes associated with the 
Empress, and her big scene, make 


it into the piece, but in a way that 
subordinates them to the music 
for Barak and his wife, which vir¬ 
tually induces a sing-along. 

There’s something eerily right 
about that, or at least something 
that fits with my own experience 
of living with the work. It appears 
that, in the three decades that 
passed between Strauss’ composi¬ 
tion of this opera and his return 
to its music in the Symphonic 
Fantasy, it was the earthly couple’s 
more emotionally wrenching 
music that drew him more than 
the ecstatic, otherworldly strains 
of the Emperor and Empress. In 
any case, the later work is ground¬ 
ed in the torn-up then re-ignited 
love music of the earthly couple, 
the emotional genuineness of 
which keeps the piece from being 
a mere pastiche. 

Immodest proposal 

I always wish I’d brought a bet¬ 
ter book when I begin the journey 
through one of Strauss’ tone 
poems. Calling his 1898 musical 
autobiography A Hero’s Life was 
consistent with his self-view, and, 
until Thielemann’s reading, Ein 
Heldenleben has always been a 
piece whose utter, shameless im¬ 
modesty made me cringe and 


vaguely wish I were anywhere else. 
Sagely, Thielemann sees that the 
only way to bring off a piece as in¬ 
flated as this is to “go for it,” and 
he wrings playing out of this pre¬ 
eminent Strauss orchestra that 
leaves blood in the aisles and a va¬ 
riety of other body fluids sprayed 
from floor to ceiling. 

It’s an article of faith in the 
work’s reception history that its 
thematic material is glib and al¬ 
most self-defeatingly accom¬ 
plished, and that the true grit is in 
the orchestration. In his usual, un¬ 
canny way, Thielemann exposes 
the brilliance of the writing with 
an opening up of its dense tex¬ 
tures such that every single writ¬ 
ten note is clearly audible and, in 
best Teutonic style, in its proper 
place. But more impressive is that 
he gives the piece its requisite 
torque, such that it pursues its 
well-known course with new in¬ 
evitability. 

The playing, in short, is simply 
staggering, and sufficiently divert¬ 
ing that I stopped thinking about 
alternative entertainments. The 
movement that has managed to 
alienate even some of the work’s 
strongest advocates, “The Hero’s 
Battlefield,” gains in dignity when 
executed as unapologetically as

Theielmann and the VPO musi¬ 
cians do. What’s truly startling is 
that, five minutes into the finale 
(the equally immodestly entitled 
“The Hero’s Retreat from the 
World and Fulfillment”), the piece 
starts feeling, well, real. This most 
extroverted of scores turns in¬ 
ward, Rainer Honeck’s solo violin 
begins soaring above it all, and, 
presto-change-o, it’s life and 
transfiguration. It’s stirring, and, 
with Thielemann wielding the 
baton, if there’s a drop of German 
blood in you anywhere, you’re 
likely to start blubbering. Then, 
Gott sei Dank, it’s over. ▼

didn’t expect to be so touched. I 
cried in two places.” Backstage, she 
told Kelly that his performance 
was very strange for her, but she 
was so impressed by his ability to 
“transcend the material at hand.” 

Crack career 

For over a decade, Kelly has 
crafted a career spanning avant- 
garde, Broadway, and East Village 
aesthetics. He describes his career 
as “in the cracks between theater 
and dance. I am searching for my 
own domain.” Recent perfor¬ 
mances in the Bay Area featured 
him acting in John Cage’s Marcel 
Duchamp, James Joyce, Eric Satie: 


An Alphabet for Cal Performances 
in Berkeley. 

Kelly is most renowned for 
portrayals of Dagmar Onassis, 
Mona Lisa, Egon Shiele, Antonin 
Artaud, Orpheus, and the trans¬ 
vestite trapeze artist Barbette, per¬ 
formed in an array of venues from 
the Pyramid Club to Carnegie 
Hall. Of these, he says, “I went on 
to find all sorts of characters that 
transcend gender: crossover male 
characters like Narcissus and Saint 
Sebastian, the 18th-century cas- 
trato in his powdered wigs and 
stockings, the male trapeze artist 
who wore a dress, the mime who 
was pure soul and gesture.” 

His Joni is the one persona that 
continues to evolve throughout 
his career. “As a kid growing up in 
Jersey City, I would put on my 


headphones and be swept into 
Joni’s world,” he said. “Hers is a 
world rich with travel, emotion, 
and innuendo. Her songs have the 
power to transport a lonely indi¬ 
vidual into another world. She 
seems part intellectual, part cow¬ 
girl, part oracle. Her music is pow¬ 
erful, compelling, even noble. It is 
not about diva worship, it’s about 
hearing the sounds of someone’s 
soul.”

Wind and strings 
meld together 

Takacs and Stoltzman in Berkeley on Sun.

Clarinetist Richard Stoltzman finds a new and unique sonority in Brahms. 


: ; he single most moving 
chamber-music experience 
of my life occurred in No¬ 
vember 1997, when I sat second- 
row center for the Takacs String 
Quartet’s Berkeley performance 
of Schubert’s Death and the Maid¬ 
en Quartet. The unanimity of 
phrasing, the perfectly timed 
surges of emotion, and the sheer 
beauty of tone were riveting. 

At the work’s conclusion, I felt 
as though I had undergone a pro¬ 
found emotional cleansing. Nor 
was I alone. Tears were streaming 
down the face of the woman seat¬ 
ed next to me, and the entire Cal 
Performances audience was on its 
feet cheering. 

An afternoon almost as awe¬ 
some occurred one month later, 
when I sat in the first row direct¬ 
ly in front of clarinetist Richard 
Stoltzman. It took all of five sec¬ 
onds to realize that the man’s rep¬ 
utation derives as much from his 
radiant, shining tone and impec¬ 
cable technique as from the sheer 
love of music-making that can be 
felt in his every note. 

This Sunday afternoon, Cal 
Performances unites Takacs and 
Stoltzman in a recital that includes 
Bartok’s String Quartet No. 3, 
Mendelssohn’s String Quartet No. 
2 in A minor, Op. 13; and Brahms’ 
Clarinet Quintet in B minor, Op. 
115. Although audience demand 
has shifted the performance from 
the modest scale of Hertz Hall to 
the 2,400-seat concrete shell 
known as Zellerbach Auditorium, 
the strengths of artists and reper¬ 
toire have a good chance of tran¬ 
scending acoustic limitations. 

Part of the Takacs’ ability to 
reach deeply into the heart of a 
composition stems from the man¬ 
ner in which first violinist Edward 
Dusinberre plays lightly on the 
string, creating a mesmerizing line 
of finely spun, silken tone. Anoth¬ 
er derives from how the players 
constantly check in with each 
other, sensing clues that enable 
them to play as one. After 20 years 
in residency at the University of 
Colorado, and 15 years teaching 
and performing as Quartet-in- 
Residence at the Barbican Centre

and the Guildhall School of Music 
in London, these men have come 
to know each other’s musical sen¬ 
sibilities inside out. 

First wind 

Stoltzman has been soloist 
with more than 100 orchestras 
and appeared on nearly 50 record¬ 
ings. He gave the first clarinet 
recitals in the histories of both the 
Hollywood Bowl and Carnegie 
Hall, and in 1986 became the first 
wind-player to be awarded the 
Avery Fisher Prize. His recording 
of Brahms’ autumnal Quintet for 
Clarinet and Strings with the 
Tokyo String Quartet was released 
by BMG in 1995. 

When asked about his upcom¬ 
ing performance, Stoltzman re¬ 
called, “I first heard the Brahms 
Clarinet Quintet in the summer 
of 1964 with my soon-to-be 
teacher, Keith Wilson. Gradually, I 
became aware of a new and 
unique sonority which I had 
never before experienced. It was 
the sublime sound of five equal 
voices — not a virtuoso showcase 
for clarinet solo and string quar¬ 
tet, but a masterpiece of seeming¬ 


ly effortless counterpoint in the 
service of heartbreaking elo¬ 
quence. At that moment, I knew I 
had something I could live for, 
and I prayed I would be fortunate 
enough to play this great work 
once before I died. 

“Little did I know that I would 
go on to perform the piece hun¬ 
dreds of times around the world, 
record it twice with the Cleveland 
and Tokyo Quartets, and make 
laser discs with the Artemis quar¬ 
tet in Vienna’s Mozart-Saal.” 

Listening to Stoltzman’s 
recording with the Tokyo, one im¬ 
mediately hears his understand¬ 
ing of Brahms’ autumnal sublim¬ 
ity when his clarinet, devoid of vi¬ 
brato, enters with a pale whisper 
of sound. Given the excellence of 
the Takacs, this live performance 
should prove even more reward¬ 
ing. ▼

Syphilis is a sexually transmitted disease (STD) that is passed from one 
person to another through skin-to-skin contact during anal, oral or vaginal 
sex, when syphilis lesion/sores are present (even when unseen).

Almost all new syphilis cases 
in San Francisco are among 
gay and bisexual men. Other 
cities around the nation and 
internationally have also seen 
dramatic rises in syphilis within 
their gay/bi communities. 


Syphilis is curable. 


The Sexually Transmitted Disease Section 
of the San Francisco Department of Public 
Health has been moving aggressively to 
combat the reemergence of syphilis. Gay 
community organizations and individuals 
have also been working to respond to the 
new syphilis epidemic. However, while our 
efforts are showing progress, the number 
of new cases continues to grow. 

This plan requires the mobilization of city 
government, community organizations, 
and gay and bisexual men to overcome 
the increasing syphilis epidemic in San 
Francisco. It is only through the fuli 
participation of all those concerned and 
affected by this disease that success can 
be achieved. 

The fact that syphilis has been shown to 
facilitate the transmission of HIV makes 
the goal of syphilis reduction that much 
more compelling. Gay and bisexual men, 
be they HIV+ or HIV-, have a vested 
interest in detecting and eliminating 
syphilis in our community.

The best way to stop syphilis is for those 
who have it to be treated and cured. 
Those who have been exposed, and 
infected but do not yet have symptoms 
should receive preventive treatment. 

Gay and bisexual men who are sexually 
active with multiple partners should get 
tested for syphilis every 3 - 6 months. If 
everyone did this, those who had syphilis 
could be treated and we would be well 
on the way to eliminating it. 

Preventing the spread of syphilis is 
difficult because it is easily transmitted 
through most types of sex - oral, anal and 
vaginal. Using condoms reduces risk, but 
does not eliminate it. Avoiding having 
sex with anyone who has syphilis sores 
will help, but it is not always possible to 
see the sores.

WHAT COMMUNITY MEMBERS 

CAN DO 


Prevention 

The most effective way to prevent syphilis is to be certain that the people 
you have sex with do not have syphilis. This can be accomplished by talking 
with your partners, getting a test and encouraging those you have sex with 
to get tested. 


Proper use of latex condoms will reduce your risk in both anal and oral sex. 
Reducing the number of sex partners will also decrease your chances of getting 
syphilis. You can avoid sex with anyone who has symptoms, such as sores on 
penis, mouth or anus, but someone may have symptoms that you can't see. 


Sexually active gay/bi men who have multiple partners should be tested for 
syphilis every 3-6 months. If you think you may have had sex with someone 
who had syphilis or if you have symptoms, get tested and treated right away. 


Treatment 

If you get syphilis you should stop having sex and get treated. If you continue 
having sex while being treated it is possible to get reinfected or infect others. 

You also have a responsibility to tell your recent sex partners that they may 
have contracted syphilis from you. You can contact them yourself or you can 
give their name to the Health Department and they will confidentially contact 
them for you. 

Preventative treatment with an antibiotic called azithromycin is available to 
give to your previous sex partners and sexually active friends. If they are infected 
with syphilis bacteria but do not yet have symptoms, this drug can help prevent 
them from developing an active syphilis infection. If they do have symptoms 
they will need to see a doctor. 

Advocacy 

Finally, we can all take on the job of making our community more aware 
of the current syphilis epidemic. You can speak with your doctor. You can 
tell your friends and sex partners what's going on. Pass this plan along or tell 
people about our web sites.

1 ' appy Gay and Lesbian His- 

vtory Month! The latest crop 
# of releases by queer artists 
from the lesbian, gay and bisexual 
communities should get you 
through the end of the year with 
no trouble. 

Peaches sings, “I don’t have to 
make the choice/I like girls and I 
like boys” on “I U She,” a kinky bi¬ 
sexuality mantra from her new 
album Fatherfucker (Kitty- 
Yo/XL/Beggars Group), the eager¬ 
ly anticipated follow-up to The 
Teaches of Peaches. Expertly strad¬ 
dling the worlds of punk, hip-hop 
and electroclash in thigh-high 
platform boots, Peaches is even 
riper on this album than she was 
before. She spits a pit in our eyes 


as she rants “I don’t give a fuck” 
over Joan Jett’s “Bad Reputation.” 
She raps about her labia majora, 
“soft as angora,” and knocks us 
out “like Rocky Balboa.” She goes 
head to head with Iggy Pop on 
“Kick It,” on which they quote 
each other like old friends. Once 
again, Peaches sends it out to the 
men, boys, girls, women and 
ladies on “Shake Yer Dix.” She 
duets with Taylor Savvy on “Stuff 
Me Up,” on which they encourage 
the listener to “eat a cookie/eat a 
big dick everyday” and “eat a 
cookie/eat a big clit everyday,” and 
sings the praises of anal sex for 
men on “Back It Up, Boys.” 

Bisexuality is also the focus of 
Bi the People: A Compilation of Bi¬ 
sexual Artists & Friends (Violent 
Yodel). Compiled by Skott Freed¬ 
man, who also contributed the 


track “The Price You Paid,” the var¬ 
ious-artists disc benefits the non¬ 
profit Bisexual Foundation. Other 
contributors include Jill Sobule 
(the sexy and funny “Saw a Cop,” 
about being pulled over by a fe¬ 
male police officer), Laura Love 
(“If You Leave Me”), Melissa Fer- 
rick (“Fighting Chance”), Bitch 
and Animal (the Eminem-slam- 
ming “Secret Candy”), Tom Robin¬ 
son (“Boy Girl”), Jewel tour open¬ 
ing act Anne Heaton (“Black Note¬ 
book”), Pansy Division (the oldie 
“Luv Luv Luv”), Carol Burnett’s 
daughter and bi disco diva Erin 
Hamilton (a dance cover of Kiki 
Dee’s “I’ve Got the Music in Me”), 
queer Celtic artist Ashley Maclsaac 
(“Sleepy Maggie”), openly gay 
American Idol contestant Jim Ver- 
raros (“I Want You”) and the ubiq¬ 
uitous Rachael Sage (“What If”). 

Pie in the sky 

The Pie-Love Sky (Big Head) by 
bisexual singer/songwriter Jodi 
Shaw was produced by Steve Add- 
abbo, who co-produced Suzanne 
Vega’s first two albums. It’s hard 
not to draw comparisons between 
Shaw and Vega, but Shaw does 
emerge as her own person. From 
her acoustic interpretation of Yaz’s 
“Only You” to original folk tracks 
such as “The President Knows” 
and “Is,” the sky’s the limit. 

Creative and life partners Drew 
Daniel and Martin Schmidt re¬ 
turn with their group Matmos’ 
latest effort, The Civil War (Mata¬ 
dor). After working with some 
other “high profile” artists, the 
electronic sound-collagists once , 
again set a higher standard for the 
genre with this album that touch¬ 
es on the American Civil War, the 
1660 English Civil War, and civil 
wars closer to home. Matmos’ in¬ 
terpretation of “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever” has the potential 
to inspire flag-waving in even the

marching at the very least. 

Openly gay JS Adams of Blk 
W/Bear collaborated with Mark 
Beazley of Rothko on Wish for a 
World Without Hurt (Trace), 
which addresses the events of 9/11 
and is intended to serve in re¬ 
membrance of that day. Very ex¬ 
perimental and difficult, this fu¬ 
nereal disc may not be the most 
accessible piece of music that you 
have heard, but it is hard not to 
have some sort of response. 

Sounds from the Bedroom 
(Spitshine) by $3 Puta is the 
sound of electrodash clashing 
with itself: beat-box rhythms, syn¬ 
thesized melodies and buzzing 
guitar. In songs such as “Dyke 
Magnet” and “Punk Rock for 
Fashion Fag,” Raquel Contreras 
and Rodolfo Garcia share their 
concerns with images, identity 
and socialization in the LGBT 
community with a hint of humor 
and more than a touch of truth. 
They also raise the issues of being 
in the queer performance world. 

Preacher Gone to Texas, an 
Iowa-based hardcore “scremo” 
band, has the potential to reach 
both straight and gay fans with 


their album Choice Vs. Chance 
(Sinister Label). Add the bonus of 
a couple of openly gay band mem¬ 
bers, including totally cute guitar 
player Matt Moody, and everyone 
will be happy. A reprieve arrives in 
the piano-only closing track “One 
Scream: Motive for Movement,” 
and although I don’t have a moth¬ 
ering bone in my body, all I want 
to do is offer vocalist Matt John¬ 
son a thermos full of hot tea with 
lemon and honey. 

A queer punk revival is in full 
effect with new releases by Super 8 
Cum Shot and Pansy Division. 
Burn Your Rainbow (Spitshine) by 
Skinjobs also deserves a place at 
the table. With songs about non¬ 
conformity, queer love, queer re¬ 
cruitment (“We’re queer and we’re 
recruiting — now!”), and how 
queer history and rock ’n’ roll are 
on the same plateau, Skinjobs get 
their point across, loud and clear. 
Five of the hidden tracks are spo¬ 
ken-word bonuses, and the fifth is 
a song about “the lesbians of the 
Skinjobs.” These genuine punks 
put hetero poseurs such as Good 
Charlotte, Sum 41, and Something 
Corporate to shame. ▼
